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Lieut. George V. H. Moseley, 1st Cav., has an article 
in the Journal of the Military Service Institution in 
which he maintains that the time is close at hand when 
the Government will have to consider the question of 
forming a regular colonial army for service in the Philip- 
pines. He is satisfied that the native constabulary is 
not equal to the task of maintaining peace und order 
in the islands, and in proof of his contention he cites 
the fact that many companies of the Philippine Scouts 
have been turned over to the civil authorities to assist 
the constabulary. This practice has developed a peculiar 
situation. Companies of scouts thus detailed pass en- 
tirely beyond the control of the military authorities, yet 
they are paid and provided for by the supply depart- 
ments of the Army, the result being that the civil gov- 
ernment has the use of considerable bodies of troops 
without cost. The result of this arrangement, in Lieu- 
tenant Moseley’s opinion, will be that the scouts, work- 

* under two masters, dependent upon the civil au- 
thorities for orders and upon the military authorities 
for supplies, must inevitably suffer in discipline and ef- 
ficiency. He believes that the companies of scouts as- 
signed to constabulary duty should either be restored to 
their normal military status or that the scouts and the 
constabulary should be taken together as the nucleus 
for a permanent colonial army. ‘To consolidate these 
two bodies in a definite military organization as part 

the Regular Army, but separate and distinct, with 

its administrative head in Manila, would in Lieutenant 
Moseley’s opinion appear a_ satisfactory solution of 
military and police problems in the Islands. There 
are now hfty companies of scouts numbering about 
5,000 men, and the enlisted force of the constabulary 
numbers about 7,000. It is estimated that a suitable 
army for the Archipelago should consist of ten regi- 
ments, ane .it is thought that acceptable men for them 
could be recruited at once from the scouts and the con- 
:tabulary forces. Each regiment, according to Lieuten- 
unt Moseley’s plan, should consist of twelve companies, 
tive recruited from the scouts and seven from the con- 
siabulary, and the scout companies should be taken in 
with their present officers. Field officers should be 
selected from the officers of the scouts and the constab- 
ulary, and from lieutenants of the Regular Army. All 
colonels should also be chosen from captains of the 
ltegular Army and one brigadier general should be 
<leeted from the Regular Army without regard to his 

nk therein but with special reference to his fitness 

id his experience in handling native troops. The 
(;overnor of the Philippines should be the commander 
i chief of the colonial troops with the brigadier gen- 
eral the commanding general and actual commander.

“gs recommendations on this subject are highly in- 
tresting, and will command widespread attention. 
Whether he has evolved a system that would meet the 
needs of the Philippines is a matter for discussion, but 
it cannot be denied that the military system now in 
vogue in the islands is complex, anomalous and urgent- 
lv in need of reform.

Secretary Moody has received the bill recently drafted 
by Lieut. Comdr. Henry ©. Poundstone of the New York 
Navy Yard, providing for a reorganization of the Navy 
Department, but he is not inclified to discuss its contents, 
though he agrees with the many Navy officers, who 
think that it contains many interesting suggestions. 
That the Poundstone bill will be introduced in its present 
shape is hardly probable. Certainly if it is, the measure 
will not have the approval of the Navy Department. 
There is much in the bill that may well interest Con- 
gress, but it is weakened by such inconsistent provisions 


as those relating to the maximum of the personnel of the 
Navy. In one portion of the bill it is provided that the 
Secretary of the Navy, when ships are authorized by 
Congress, shali arrange for their complements. A little 
éarther on the bill provides that each Senator and Rep- 
resentative shall name .wo men for Annapolis and the 
President five. But if the Secretary is to have authority 
to determine the number of officers necessary for the 
new ships, and the number of appointments to the Naval 
Academy is limited, where are these officers to come 
from? Considerable interest has been aroused by the 
news that Mr. Poundstone’s bill provides that members 
of the Civil Nngineer and Pay Corps of the Navy shall be 
graduates of the Naval Academy. There is a difference 
of opinion as to the practicability of effecting this 
change and the general judgment is that it would 
necessitate the material increase of the midshipmen at 
Annapolis. The bill of Commander Poundstone is long 
and in parts its provisions are decidedly involved. If 
introduced it will undoubtedly be trimmed into shape so 
that its provisions may be perfectly clear to members of 
Congress. The bill is not made public for the reason 
that the Department believes that Commander Pound- 
stone is thoroughly disinterested and sincere in present- 
ing it at this time and the publication of it would result 
in some harsh and probably unjust criticism on the bill. 
In the opinion of the Secretary, if a General Staff bill 
is introduced it should not exceed from two hundred 
and fifty to three hundred words. The Secretary has 
informed the General Board that he is unwilling to re- 
commend more than the legalizing of the General Board 
ef the Navy as it exists to-day. It is understood that 
Mr. Moody had several conferences with Captain Wil- 
liam J. Barnette of the General Board with a view to 
drafting a bill along these lines. It is quite probable 
that the Secretary will personally draft whatever bill 
is introduced and it should, therefore, be a model of clear- 
ness. At the present time there is no disposition on the 
part of Secretary Moody to submit a bill for a General 
Staff to Congress until after he has had a hearing on 
the subject by the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 
Yhen, if the committee desires, he will forward his bill 
which, in effect, would provide that the General Board 
shall become a permanent and legal body. The commit- 
tee wishes to dispose of the Naval bill before taking up 
other legislation. 


in 
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In arranging that the defense of the Panama Canal, 
its harbors and defenses, shall be intrusted to two bat- 
talions of marines, each consisting of 415 officers and 
men, the Government is confronted at the outset with the 
necessity of providing barracks for these forces, inas- 
much as their tour of duty will be protracted and may 
extend over the whole period of canal construction. Hap- 
pily the Comptroller of the Treasury in response to a re- 
quest from the Secretary of the Navy for a ruling, has 
decided that money for the construction of the necessary 
barracks may be drawn from the act of June 28, 1902, 
which appropriates $10,000,000 for the initiatory work 
on the construction of an Isthmian canal. It is not con- 
sidered desirable that both battalions of marines shall 
be kept on the {sthmus at the same time, but that one 
should be stationed there and the other at some other 
point so that the two could relieve each other about ev- 
ery two or three months. This plan, it is believed, would 
save the men from the effects of the depressing climatic 
conditions of the Isthmus, particularly if quarters are 
provided for one battalion at some point which, while 
more healthful than the Isthmus, is at the same time 
readily accessible thereto. It is the opinion of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy that these conditions exist at the re- 
cently acquired naval station at Guantanamo, Cuba, and 
that by maintaining one battalion of marines there and 
another on the Isthmus, with a system of frequent re- 
liefs the protection required in the canal zone van be 
given without subjecting the men to any serious hard- 


ship. 


Evidently the Russo-Japanese War has given addi- 
tional stimulus to the rivalry between the naval con- 
structors who are building the battleship Connecticut at 
the navy yard, New York, and the Newport News Ship- 
building Company, which is building her sister ship, the 
Louisiana, at Newport News, and each competitor is do- 
ing the utmost to complete its ship in advance of the 
other. Both of these powerful vessels are ahead of the 
construction record for ships of their class, and it is 
probable that both will be completed in record-breaking 
time. The Connecticut is the largest ship we have ever 
built in a Government yard, and her performances when 
finished are likely to have an important bearing upon the 
policy of further construction under the direction of the 
Navy Department. The greatest care is being taken to 
ascertain the relative cost of the two vessels in order to 
determine whether government construction is more or 
less expensive and more or less speedy than that per- 
formed by the private concerns. The question of econ- 
omy involved in the building of these two huge battle- 
ships is one of great concern, and the outcome of the 
competition will be awaited with eager interest. The time 
required for such construction and the Quality of the 
same are also matters of practical importance upon 
which much light will be afforded by the results of the 
present contest. 





One incidental result of the naval campaigns of the 
Russo-Japanese War will be to afford an interesting 





comparison of Russian methods of naval training with 
those employed by other powers. The enlisted men of 
the Russian Navy are conscripts who are required to 
serve seven years on the active list and three with the 
reserves. They receive little or no sea training before 
they are assigned to fighting ships and such instruction 
as they receive is given on shore. A naval expert in an 
article in the London service journal, “The King and 
His Army and Navy,” says that every officer and even 
a petty officer may punish any man of lower rank and 
that the punishment is often of marked severity. “Prob- 
ably the darkest spot in the state of the Russian Navy,” 
this writer continues, “is the severity of its punishment. 
The story runs that, within comparatively recent’ years, 
the whole company of a flagship, officers and men, were 
deported to the Siberian mines for mutinous conduct. 
British officers have told me of meetings with Russian 
ships in ports and of evidences of hard treatment. The 
system is a rigid one, and contributes little to the crea- 
tion of esprit de corps or confidence and a good under- 
standing between officers and men. Even a sub-lieuten- 
ant can stop a man’s leave for four days and the privil- 
ege of punishment increases with increase of rank, the 
captain of an ‘equipage’ having power to degrade junior 
officers. In short, the code is still harsh and cruel and 
cannot be without a reacting influence on the characters, 
both of officers and men.” 





The importance of maintaining a single control ove: 
the construction of the Panama Canal is so evident from 
the administrative and economic viewpoint, that the bill 
submitted by Senator Kittridge, to place the government 
and sanitary management of the canal zone under the 
supervision of a separate commission to be created for 
that purpose, is entitled to no serious consideration, Di- 
vided authority in the control of so vast an enterprise 
means divided responsibility and that almost inevitably 
means dack of co-operation and increased expense of con- 
struction. The president of the Canal Commission, Rear 
Admiral Walker, and the military member, Major Gen- 
eral Davis, are naturally opposed to the creation of a 
separate commission to administer civil affairs in the 
canal zone, and their objections are based on grounds of 
sound business policy. One thing which should be care- 
fully guarded against in organizing the constructive 
forces of the canal enterprise is the creation of needless 
officers and an ill-considered distribution of authority. 
For the present, at least, the Canal Commission headed 
by Admiral Walker is sufficient, and such enlargements 
of the official force as may be needed should. be made 
only on the recommendation of Admiral Walker and his 
associates. The present intention is that on March 29 
the members of the commission shall sail for the Isthmus 
to make a thorough inspection of the canal route, and 
ordinary prudence would seem to require that all legis- 
lative proposals relating to the project should be with- 
held until they have reported on their work.

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Mr. Allen, the United States Minister to Korea, is a 
diplomat of such fine character and broad experience 
that the report that he has of his own volition detailed 
a part of the small marine guard at Seoul to protect the 
property of an American mining company in Korea 
should be taken with some allowance. The United States 
marines Stationed in Seoul are there for the purpose of 
protecting the American legation, together with Ameri- 
can citizens and other foreigners as far as they can. If 
the marine guard at the Korean capital has been divided 
and a portion of it sent to remote points for the purpose 
indicated, the result may be to expose the men needlessly 
to danger and perhaps to involve our Government in an 
international misunderstanding. We must repeat, how- 
ever, that we have yet to be convinced that Minister Al- 
len has done anything of the sort.

While civil conditions in Porto Rico are undoubtedly 
improving under American rule, there are certain ele- 
ments of discord which require vigorous treatment. 
There are may organizations of avowed anarchists in 
the island and when these bodies parade they carry 
black flags and jeer at the Stars and Stripes. The 
American flag has been so often desecrated by these and 
other rowdies that the insular legislature has enacted a 
law to punish such offenders and forbidding all persons to 
carry black flags in public processions, It is to be hoped 
that the enactment of this measure will put an end to the 
mild and ineffective policy with which the turbulent and 
disloyal classes of the island population have hitherto 
been treated. Nothing but the most rigorous punishment 
will be effective with such offenders, and the sooner the 
authorities make up their mind to that fact the better.

Among the fanciful stories relating to the war in the 
Far East is one from St. Petersburg, to the effect that 
the Russian Government has been approached by certain 
American shipping firms seeking authority to fit out pri- 
vateers to prey on the Japanese megchant marine. The 
improbability of this report is apparent on its face, but 
it is accompanied with a solemn assurance that the Rus- 
sian officials refused even to consider the matter and that 
under no circumstances would Russia issue letters of 
marque during the present war. A similar story as to 
applications for permission to fit out privateers comes 
from Paris, in which it is stated that the applicants are 
mostly Americans or Englishmen. 
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Someone signing himself “Ordnance Expert” sends a 
letter to the New York Tribune which shows an in- 
telligent knowledge of the subject of our built-up guns, 
which German ordnance authorities have all along de- 
clared to be unsafe. This article says: “Army guns are not 
so well made as are the guns of the Navy, and are, there- 
fore, less capable of withstanding the stress put upon 
them by the smokeless powder now generally supplied to 
our coast Artillery. If the Navy guns blew off at the 
muzzle from the abnormal and excessive pressures pro- 
duced by this kind of powder, the Army guns will follow 
their example as soon as they have had a little practical 
ase. It will be remembered that two years ago the an- 
nual report of coast Artillery target practice, officially 
sent to Congress by the Army Ordnance Department, 
showed that during a whole year only two guns had been 
fired with service charges, and only one such shot had 
been fired from each of these two guns. The serious 
danger that confronts both the Navy and the Army is 
the fact that the guns now in use in our ships and in 
our forts cannot be trusted to be fired with service 
charges of the only powder that is supplied for their use. 
* * * ‘The advent of smokeless powder made a great 
difference to the gun. It is not safe to increase the 
chamber pressure above 38,000 pounds, but the fact 
that the new explosive burned slowly enabled the charge 
to continue the production of gas while the projectile 
was moving along the bore toward the muzzle. Con- 
sequently the pressure, instead of falling rapidly, was 
carried forward at a high figure. The effect was to give 
the projectile increased muzzle velocity. Without a ma- 
terial increase in the chamber pressure, therefore, the 
mean pressure throughout the bore was heightened until 
a muzzle velocity of 3,000 foot seconds was obtained in 
uavy guns up to a caliber of seven inches, while guns of 
8-inch to 12-inch caliber gave a muzzle velocity of 2,800 
foot seconds. It was right here that the trouble began. 
It was possible to reinforce the breech of the built-up 
gun with a ponderous jacket suflicient to withstand the 
terrific pressure in the chamber; but it was absolutely 
impracticable to reinforce the gun along its whole length. 
The new powder was gradually so improved that the 
high pressure was carried further and further forward, 
and the single tube was subjected to a pressure beyond 
its continuous resisting strength. In the case of the two 
guns burst aboard the Iowa, this tube had held out for 
about one hundred shots, though probably most of the 
hundred credited to these two pieces were fired with the 
old-fashioned powder; but within the last year or two 
the use of the latter has been wholly discontinued, and 
the modern and the terrible smokeless powder has been 
at work. With every shot fired from the weakened guns 
their resisting power has diminished, until we are sudden- 
ly startled by their terrific explosion and destruction.”

Secretary Taft, in the course of an admirable address 
at the banquet of the Ohio Society in New York on the 
evening of March 5, gave further testimony to show that 
the Filipino insurrection was a carefully-planned affair, 
the purpose of which was to expel the Americans from 
the islands just as the Americans had expelled the Span- 
jards. He declared that the so-called insurgent govern- 
ment was more tyrannical, more oppressive than the 
Spanish administration ever had been, and that Aguinal- 
do’s most serious grievance was that the American mili- 
tary commander, Gen. Wesley Merritt, would not per- 
mit him to enter the city of Manila and loot it. To have 
recognized that government and permitted it to assume 
control of affairs would have plunged the islands into 
bloodshed and anarchy and might have involved the Unit- 
ed States in international complications of the gravest 
character. “I am not decrying the possible future fitness 
of the Filipinos for self-government,” said Secretary 
Taft, “but I am saying that the United States, charged 
as it is with the wardship of those people, would do them 
a crime now, since, by force of circumstances, it has had 
to take them under its wing, were it to set them adrift, 
and, in the language of some statesmen, let them go to 
the devil.” Like President McKinley, Secretary Taft 
keenly regretted that the United States took the Philip- 
pines, but that was one of the vicissitudes of war which 
could not be avoided. Having taken them, however, the 
question to consider was whether duty to civilization and 
our own sense of honor and due regard for the best in- 
terests of the Filipinos themselves required that we should 
retain control and establish an orderly government, or 
abandon them to the mercy of corrupt politicians like 
Aguinaldo and to the rapacity of other nations. Before 
he became Governor of the islands Judge Taft was 
frankly opposed to the policy of retaining them, but his 
experiences among the natives, and his keen interest in 
their welfare convinced him that the United States has 
taken the only course compatible with honor and safety. 
Secretary Taft’s address may not convince the “anti-im- 
perialists” of the soundness of our national policy as ap- 
plied to the Philippines, but it will convince pretty much 
everybody else. 


-— 
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Another of the speakers at the banquet of the Ohio 
Society was representative Foss, the energetic chairman 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, who made 
an impassioned plea for continuous naval expansion. 
“There are some,” he said, “who think that we ought to 
stop building the Navy, but these people largely con- 
stitute that class of our citizens who believe in the idea 
of a little nation. They would be glad to see us live in 
solitude and isolation on this hemisphere and not exert 
the power and influence that we are capable of among 
the mations of the world, and if war should ever come 


the only thing which they would interpose would be the 
Golden Rule against the guns of the enemy; but, sir, 
mankind has not reached that state of perfection yet. I 
trust the time will come when the war drums will beat 
no longer and when there will be no necessity for mili- 
tary establishments of any character, but the time has 
not yet come. If there is any lesson which has come 
to us during the last few weeks from across the sea it is 
that a navy in constant readiness is oftentimes able to 
strike a blow from which its antagonist perchance may 
never be able to recover. And then there is another thing 
which must be taken into consideration—the only time 
to build a navy is in time of peace. Let it be said, and 
it cannot be said too often, that we are building up a 
navy for peace, and let this be our sentiment : The Ameri- 
can Navy, may she ever be ready for war, but may she 
never be required to fire a single shot. Let us continue 
our policy of building up the Navy for the protection of 
our interests, for the defense of our coast line, for the 
guardianship of the Panama Canal.” 





In an article in the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution on the subject of coast defense, Lieut. Col. 
Alexander D. Schenck, Art. Corps, U.S.A., makes an 
earnest plea for a substantial increase of the personnel 
of the Artillery Corps. He fears, however, that, while 
Congress may be induced to make a considerable in- 
crease, nothing short of war will persuade it to provide 
in the Army for more than one of the three reliefs re- 
quired for the efficient service of the armament, and that 
we must, perforce, depend upon the militia local with 
the forts for even a second relief, and upon the efficiency 
of mechanical devices, electrical, pneumatic or otherwise, 
“and upon trust in Providence for a third relief.” Colo- 
nel Schenck believes that with two reliefs of Regular 
Artillerymen and one of militia our coast defenses when 
completed will be so effective that no nation or combina- 
tion of nations dependent upon naval bases in Europe 
will venture to attack them. He points out, however, 
that the militia intended for Artillery service must be 
thoroughly trained, and he would accomplish that pur- 
pese by authorizing each State in which coast defenses 
are established to organize an Artillery corps, such corps 
to contain organizations similar in every respect to those 
of the regular Artillery. The present status of the Ar- 
tillery Corps is extremely unsatisfactory. Making no 
allowance for guns that have been mounted since June 
30, 1903, Colonel Schenck finds that the corps is short 
659 officers and 26,430 enlisted men. He estimates that 
the completion of the project of the Endicott Board, in 
1913, will require a further addition of 280 officers and 
16,701 men and that the development of our defenses in 
the West Indies, the Philippines and Hawaii will re- 
quire an increase of 130 officers and 7,860 men, or an an- 
nual increase, over and above present requirements, of 
forty-five officers and 2,450 men for ten years. To neglect 
these needs is an exceedingly grave error, and as a means 
of providing for them Colonel Schenck would double the 
number of appointments to the Military Academy for at 
least ten years to come. It is his serious opinion that 
in caring for the personnel of the Artillery Corps “we 
are sending a boy to mill in a case of great emergency.” 


_ 
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An officer of the Navy says: “Does it not strike you 
that the Navy League is languishing? I understand that 
after an existence of over a year, it has but 15,000 mem- 
bers. Contrast this with the membership of 700,000 of 
the German League in six years. If naval officers were 
to take more interest in the League, it would amount to 
something and could easily be made a powerful instru- 
ment in the building up of the Navy. After my experi- 
ence here I think you will agree with me. A few weeks 
ago I mentioned the fact that there was such an institu- 
tion as a Navy League to a few friends. They at once 
became interested; the necessary steps were taken, a 
charter obtained and the San Rafael section organized 
with seven members. Last night a meeting took place 
at the Mount Tamalpais Military Academy, to which 
some residents were invited. I was asked to explain the 
organization of the League and its purpose. After that 
every one present joined and the section now has fifty 
members; that is to say it really starts with that num- 
ber—not bad for a small town of 3,5.v inhabitants. The 
president of the section is Dr. Arthur Crosby, head mas- 
ter of the Mount Tamalpais Military Academy; its sec- 
retary and treasurer is Mr. C. G. Buck, a member of the 
faculty. Under their energetic management I am sure 
the section will soon leave the one hundred mark behind. 
In explaining the objects of the League I emphasized the 
point that the Navy invited and needed keen observation 
and intelligent criticism from the public. Many of our 
officers have splendid chances for helping to start Navy 
league sections. For instance, the officers in charge of 
recruiting parties. An hour’s conversation, distribution 
of Navy League literature, and the thing is done.” 

There has been no more gratifying act of legislation 
during the present session of Congress than the prompt- 
ness and freedom from factional spirit with which the 
Senate on March 7 passed the Navy Appropriation bill 
in substantially the same form as it came from the 
House. Senator Patterson, a member of the minority, 
offered several amendments to that section of the bill 
relating to armor plate, one of his proposals providing 
for the erection of a Government plant for making ar- 
mor, another fixing $400 per ton as the maximum price 
to be paid for armor, a third forbidding the purchase of 
armor made by trusts and a fourth stipulating an eight 








hour day for work on armor contracts authorized by the 
bill. The first of these amendments was withdrawn by 
the author and the others were laid on the table. Senator 
Patterson made no partizan objection to’ the measure. 
After pointing out that the completion of our present 
program of naval construction would place the. Uniteg 
States ahead of Germany and Russia in actual tonnage 
and next to Great Britain in effective fighting tonnage, 
he said: “My judgment is that American sentiment wil! 
not permit the United States at any time in the future 
to fall behind in naval power any nation that it his 
passed. American sentiment not only will justify but 
it will require the United States to continue second to 
Great Britain.” The celerity with which this measure, 
carrying the second largest naval appropriation ever 
voted in a single year, was passed by the Senate with 
hardly a trace of partizan opposition, is one of the’ most 
encouraging signs of the times. It shows that our pub- 
lic leaders of both parties and all sections realize that 
the peace of the nation and the safety of its commerce 
depend upon the steady increase of our sea power, and 
that the adoption of a backward policy, particularly ar 
this time, when the situation in the Far East is so mo- 
mentous, would be almost like inviting danger. In their 
treatment of the Navy both branches of Congress have 
manfully responded to the unmistakable sentiment of 
the American people and spoken an inspiring word for 
a resolute adherence to the policy best calculated to 
maintain the national peace with honor.

In their report on the Pension Appropriation bill the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations state that the total 
appropriation proposed is $137,010,600 for pensions and 
$1,350,100 for expenses. The total number of pension- 
ers in 1908 was 996,545, a decrease of 2,901 from the 
maximum which was in 1902. The average value of each 
pension was $133.49 . There were five . Revolutionary 
pensioners living in 1903, two widows and three daugh- 
ters; one survivor of the War of 1812 and 1,115 widows 
of that war. Of the Indian wars there were 1,565 sur- 
vivors and 3,169 widows; of the Mexican War 5,964 sur- 
vivors and 7,910 widows. There are 9,200 invalids of the 
War with Spain and 3,662 widows. Of the Civil War 
there are 712,002 invalids, 251,328 widows and 624 
nurses. In 1903 there were 47,388 pensioners lost from 
the rolls, 40,907 of them by death. The total paid for 
pensions from the beginning has been $3,038,590.16. Of 
this $2,862,240,400.17 was for the War of the Rebellion. 
General Ainsworth estimates that there are 894,585 sur- 
vivors of the War of the Rebellion. The Committee at 
this session of Congress has favorably reported $671 to in- 
crease the pensions of those who have lost both eyes or 
have become tctally blind from causes occurring in the 
military or naval service. For this $201,600 is appropri- 
ated in the bill. It is estimated that there are 200,000 
survivors of the Civil War unpensioned.

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The new U.S. cruiser Des Moines was placed in com- 
mission March 5 at Charleston, Mass., when Comdr. Alex- 
ander McCrackin assumed command. As all the equip- 
ment and furnishings, boats, etc., are ready to go aboard, 
the work of outfitting should take but a short time, The 
Des Moines was built by the Fore River Ship and En- 
gine Building Company, of Fore River, Mass. She is 
308 feet in length over all, has 44 feet extreme beam, and 
draws 15 1-2 feet of water when fully manned. Her ton- 
nage displacement is 3,500 tons. Her engines are of 
45,000 horse power and she has a speed of 16.5 knots. Her 
armament is powerful for a ship of her six, her main 
battery being ten of the new 5-inch 50 caliber rifles, far 
more effective than the old 6-inch ones, and she has ten 
smaller rapid fire and four machine guns for a second- 
ary battery. Her complement is twenty-seven officers, 
238 sailors and a marine guard of twenty-five men. 
Commander McCrackin saw fighting during the Rebel- 
lion, having enlisted in 1863, when thirteen years old, 
and served as a boy on fighting ships throughout the war. 
At its conclusion he was appointed a midshipman at An- 
napolis and was graduated in 1870. He was the executive 
officer of the gunboat Marietta in her trip around the 
Horn with the Oregon during the Spanish War. Later 
he commanded the Monadnock in the Philippines, and 
had command of the Oregon battalion ashore which cap- 
tured Vigan in 1900.

Chester Mayer, M.D., of the State Board of Health 
ef Kentucky, writes us saying: “Noting in a recent 
copy of the JouRNAL certain remarks on recruiting for 
the Regular Army service, and seeing with pleasure 
that you give Kentucky her word of praise for furnish- 
ing more than her quota, I wish, by your permission, to 
give honor where it properly belongs. I was for severa! 
years in medical attendance upon the recruiting parties 
stationed at this point and was, therefore, in position 
to know. When, in 1895, Major W. T. Wood came to 
Touisv'lle, I believe this rendezvous stood absolutely last 
in the number gleaned from its territory. By hard 
work, by systematic ‘billing’ of the country postoffices, 
and by a needed change in the enlisted detail, he and his 
equally deserving successors soon raised this point to 
its present high standing. The young men from Ken- 
tucky and Southern Indiana are neither more nor less 
disposed to the military life than in the other parts of 
our common country. This letter will not have been in 
vain if it may lead to equally efficient effort elsewhere 
among recruiting details. The number enlisted will not 
only be greater, but the possibility of acceptance of those 
of inferior physique is rendered less possible.” 
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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Senate on Wednesday, March 9, passed the bill 
making appropriations for the Army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1905, with various important amend- 
ments upon the bill as it came from the House. Chief 
of these was amendment consolidating the office of 
the Adjutant General with the Record and Pension Of- 
fice. The section as adopted reads as follows: 

That the officers of the Adjutant General's Depart- 
ment, except the Adjutant General, and the officers of 
the Record and Pension Office shall hereafter constitute 

one department of the Army, to be known as the Mili- 
tary Secretary’s Department; and the Adjutant General's 
Office and the Record and Pension Office, heretofore con- 
stituting bureaus of the War Department, shall here- 
after constitute the Adjutant General’s section and the 
Record and Pension section of a consolidated bureau to 
be known as the Military Secretary's Office of the War 
Department. The officers so consolidated shall be borne 
on one list in the order of rank held by them, and those 
of them who hold permanent appointments as officers of 
the Adjutant General's Department or of the Record and 
Pension Office shall be entitled to promotion below the 
grade of brigadier general, as now provided by law, and 
in the order of their standing on said list. 

Except as otherwise provided herein, the laws now in 
force shall continue to govern the appointment, promo- 
tion, amd detail of all officers of the consolidated depart- 
ment hereby created: Provided, That the officers of the 
conso! department shall be subject to the super- 
vision of the Chief of Staff in all matters pertaining to 
the command, discipline, or administration of the ex- 
isting military establishment: Provided further, That no 
appointments or details to the grade of assistant adju- 
tant with the rank of major shall be made until 
the number of officers of that grade shall be reduced to 
less than ten, and thereafter the number of officers of 
said grade in the consolidated department shall be ten: 
Provided further, That of the officers consolidated as 
hereinbefore provided the senior in rank, who shall be 
chief of the consolidated department and the title of 
whose office is hereby changed to that of military sec- 
retary, shall hereafter have the rank of major general, 
and the second senior of said officer shall hereafter have 
the dier general. Except as hereinafter 
provided, the remaining offices of the consolidated de- 
partment shall retain the titles that they now bear: 
Provided further, That when the office of Adjutant Gen- 
eral s become vacant the vacancy so created on the 
active list of the Army shall not be filled, and thereafter 
the several officers now designated by the title assistant 
adjutant general and by the title assistant chief of the 
Record and Pension Office shall be designated by the 
title of adjutant general. 

The presiding officer on Monday declared that there 
was no doubt thet this was general legislation and it 
went over on a point of order. On Tuesday the matter 
came up again when Senator Proctor made a strong pre- 
sentation of the services of General Ainsworth, saying, 
at the close of his remarks: 

“As a matter of course, General Ainsworth is not a 
man who would seek to go in command of the forces of 
the Army. He has been with the Army on the frontier. 
He is not seeking that. That is not his ambition. He 
has done a work such as no other administrative officer 
has done. He has taken an interest in it. He has 
stayed there until 6 or 7 o'clock at night. He divided 
up his foree, and he gets a mail in at 3 or 4 o'clock in 
the evening. He has clerks who do not come to work 
until after 12 o’clock, and he stays with them and makes 
them work out their time in that way. He keeps every- 
thing in perfect order. He has a record showing exactly 
the amount of work done by every clerk in the office 
ever since he went there to take charge. He can give 
you just the amouut of work every one has done, and 
they all work. There is no idlin? there. They have to 
certify to exactly what they havé done and make their 
,wn returns. They simply work and do good work. I 
hope that the amendment will be adopted.” 

“The Presiding Officer (Mr. Perkins in the chair). The 
senior Senator from New Jersey (Mr. Kean) makes a 
point of order against this amendment reported by the 
Committee on Military Affairs. The present incumbent 
of the chair is here by courtesy, and therefore he will 
avail himself of Rule XX and submit the question to the 
Senate for its decision. 

“Mr. Kean. I will withdraw the point of order if the 
Chair is going te do that. I am glad to know how 
major generals are made—by shuffling cards, etc. 

“The Presiding Officer. The Senator from New Jer- 
sey withdraws the point of order. The question is on 
agreeing to the amendment proposed by the committee. 

“The amendment was agreed to.” 

The following amendment was adopted: 

That section 22 of the act approved Feb. 2, 1901, entitled 
“An act to increase the efficiency of the permanent. mili- 
tary establishment of the United States,”’ be, and the 
same is hereby, amended so that it shall read as follows: 

“Sec. That the Corps of Engineers shall consist of 
one Chief of Engineers with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, of 10 colonels, 16 lieutenant colonels, 32 majors, 43 
ca ns, 43 Ist lieutenants, and 38 2d lieutenants. The 
e ed force provided in section 11 of this act and the 
officers serving with the organized battalions thereof 
shall constitute a part of the line of the Army: Provided, 
That the Chief of Engineers shall be appointed as now 
provided by law, and hereafter vacancies in the Corps 
of Engineers in all other grades above that of 2d lieu- 
tenant shall filled by promotion, according to 
seniority, from the Corps of Engineers. Any vacancies 
occurring at any time in the grade of 2d lieutenants shall 
be left. for future promotions from the corps of cadets 
at the United States Military Academy.” 

Another important amendment was that providing for 
the promotion of one de of officers who served in 
the Civil War. As finally adopted, this amendment 
reads as follows: 

“Field, line, and staff officers of the Army below the 
grade of brigadier general, with creditable records, who 
served during the Civil War, who have heretofore been 
or may hereafter be retired, shall hereafter have the 
rank and retired pay of the next higher grade.” 

The following occurred just previous to the vote on 
this amendment: ; 

“Mr. Teller. We are just applying to the Army the 
rule we apply to the Navy, and we are applying it to 
those who were unfortunate enough to be retired a year 
ago and those who will be retired a year hence. 

“Mr. Allison. I understand that. It only applies to 
the future as respects the increased pay they shall re- 
ceive, snd does not in any way constitute a claim? 

“Mr. Teller. Oh, no. I understand what the Senator 
means. It does not create a claim for back pay. 

“Mr. Allison. That is what I want to understand. 

“Mr. Teller. Oh, not at all. There is no proposition 
of that kind.” 

We give elsewhere a list of officers affected by this 
amendment. The amendments to the bill recommended 
by the Senate Military Committee and reported last week 
-were adopted as indicated below. 

The provision.for the addition of twenty per cent. to 
the pay of_enlisted men and ten per cent. to the pay 


of officers serving abroad was amended so as to include 
China as well as the Philippine Islands, the Island of 
Guam, Alaska and Panama. 

The following proviso was stricken from this section 
of the bill: 

“And provided further, that within the discretion of 
the Secretary of War it shall be lawful to pay the sal- 
aries of officers ond the pay of enlisted men, as herein 
provided, to the extent of twenty-five per centum there- 
of. in Philippine currency, at the ra of two Philip- 
pine pesos for one dollar in United States currency.” 

en following was stricken from the bill on a point of 
order: 

“Provided, that not exceeding $10,000 of this sum 
may be used for payment of damages caused by troops, 
either militia or Regular Army, during maneuvers or 
from firing in practice, $5,000 of which is to be im- 
mediately available for the settlement of pending claims.” 

The following, which was among the amendments 
adopted, was not reported last week: 

“Pay of enlisted men, of all grades, including recruits, 
$9,000,000: Provided, That hereafter first class gunners 
of Field Artillery shall receive $2 per month and second 
class gunners $1 per month in addition to their pay.” 

The proviso following was amended by striking out 
the words in italics: 

“And provided further, That all the accounts of individ- 
ual paymasters shal] be analyzed under the several heads 
of the appropriatior and recorded in detail by the Pay- 
master General of the Army before said accounts are 
forwarded to the Treasury Department for final audit, 
and a statement of the amounts so disbursed shall be 
furnished to the chairman of the Military Committees 
of the Senate and House of Representatives on the reas- 
sembling of Congress at its next session.” 

The appropriation for subsistence supplies was in- 
creased from $6,500,000 to $7,000,000; that for Quarter- 
master’s supplies from $4,800,000 to $5,000,000; that 
for transportation of the Army from $14,500,000 to 
$15,000,000; that for ordnance and ordnance stores from: 
$825,000 to $1,150,266. 

The following was added under appropriation for 
“Regular Supplies,’ Quartermaster’s Department: 

“And nothing ir the act making appropriations for the 
legislative, executive, and judicial expenses of the Gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year 1905 shall hereafter be held 
or construed so as to deprive officers of the Army, where- 
ever or duty in the military service of the United States, 
of forage, bedding, shoeing, or shelter for their authorized 
number of horses, or of any means of transportation or 
maintenance therefor for which provision is made by the 
terms of this act.” 

Mr. Warren, explaining, said: “There was an addi- 
tion made to the legislative, etc., appropriation bill by 
the other House which might be construed to prevent 
the allowance of any forage for the use of any horses of 
officers of the United States Army. This is to construe 
the law, or it is to provide legislation whereby the offi- 
cers of the Army many not be disturbed, as they might 
be disturbed by the provision in the other bill.” 

he appropriation for Field Artillery for the organized 
militia was made “immediately available.” 

The following was added ‘to the last paragraph of 
the bill just previous to the final proviso quoted below: 

The Secretary of War is authorized, if in his judge- 
ment the conclusion be an equitable one, to declare the 
existing open accounts between the civil government of 
the Philippine Islands and the Government of the Unit- 
ed States to be settled and satisfied and to direct the 
transfer of the title of the following launches: The lex- 
ington, Leader, Frankfort, San Antonio, Guy Howard, 
Ogden, Sultana, Troy Philadelphia, Johnny, Q.M.D., 
Julia Suerte, and Pittsburg to the Philippine Government, 
and to direct that the same be dropped from the returns 
of the Quartermaster’s Department. The order of the 
Secretary of War in this behalf, with respect to the ac- 
counts of the Ordnance, the Subsistence, the Quarter- 
masters, and the Signal Corps shall be taken as a bal- 
ancing and final adjustment and settlement of such ac- 
counts. To facilitate such adjustment and to avoid a 
deficit in the Ordnance and Subsistence Departments fer 
the current fiscal year there is hereby appropriated, out 
of funds in the Treasury of the United States not other~- 
wise appropriated: For the Ordnance Department, pur- 
chase of arms, ammunition and equipment, $50,000; for 
the Subsistence Department, purchase of supplies, $144,- 
689.44; which funds shall be available to replace like ord- 
nance stores and subsistence supplies for not exceeding 
two years. 

The. following was stricken out on a point of order: 

Details to fill vacancies in the Ordnance Department, 
as contemplated by the act of Feb. 2, 1901, may be made 
from the Army at large from the grade in which the 
vacancy exists, or from the grade below; and officers 
shall have the rank and pay of the grade to which de- 
tailed while serving therein: Provided, That no officer 
shall be so detailed except upon the recommendation of 
a board of ordnance officers: And provided further, That 
officers so detailed to vacancies in grades below that of 
lieutenant colonel shall not, after a service of four years 
in the Ordnance Department, be again eligible for such 
detail until after they shall have served for at least one 
year out of that Department. 

The following was taken from the proviso reorganiz- 
ing the Adjutant General’s Office with the Record and 
Pension Office and added at the end of the bill: 

“Nothing in this act shall be so construed as to de- 
prive any officer of his commission or to increase the 
total number of officers of the Army, except as herein 
specially provided, and all laws or parts of laws incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed.” , . 

The section relating to the Porto Rico Regiment was 
altered before passage so as to include the words in italics 
and brackets in the sentence following: 

“The present officers of the regiment below the grade 
of field oflicers who are mentally, morally and physically 
qualified and have. proved efficient in their respective 
positions may be reappointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate [and such 
officers shall be entitled to preference in such appoint- 
ments] for a provisional term of four years. 

The words in italics in the sentence following were 
stricken from the bill: 

Vacancies not filled as hereinbefore provided by the 
reappointment or promotion of the present officers or by 
the appointment or promotions of citizens of Porto Rico, 
shall be filled by detail from the line of the Army of the 
same grade with the vacancy to be filled and the places 
of the officers so detailed shall be filled by promotion or 
appointment as now provided by law.”

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The amendments to the Naval Appropriation bill 
H.R. 12220, as passed by the Senate March 7, 
include an appropriation of $50,000 for a quay wall at 
Portsmouth, N.H., yard; $200,000 each for bar 
racks at the New York, League Island and Norfolk (Va.) 
yards; $10,000 for improving and enlarging the prison - 
at Cavite, P.I.; $70,000 to complete the naval hospital 
at Canacas, P.I. It is provided that the bandmaster at 
the Naval Academy “shall have the rank and pay of an 
ensign of the Navy at $1,400.” The salary of the Q.M. 
clerk at Philadelphia was increased to $1,000. The ap- 
propriation of $850,000 so as to provide that the money 
is to be exvended so 8 to best advance the interests of 
the United States “in torpedo or submarine warfare.” 
The appropriation for the Charleston, S.C., yard was 
increased to $850,500. A clause appropriating $70,000 
toward the evtablishment of a naval magazine in New 
England (to use not to exceed $500,000), is inserted. 
The following amendments were added to the bill: 

And civil engineers, assistant civil engineers, and pro- 
fessors of mathematics; and that after the passage of 
this act the pay and allowances of civil engineers and 
professors of mathematics shall be the same as are or 
may hereafter be provided for naval constructors, and 
for assistant civil engineers the same as for assistant 
naval constructors. 

And as many warrant machinists as the President may 
from time to time deem necessary to appoint, not to ex- 
ceed twenty in one year. 

Navy yard, Charlestown, 8.C.: One clerk, civil engi- 
neers's Office, $1,400; one writer, $1,017.25; one draftsman in 
charge, $1,600; one stenographer and typewriter, at $2.80 
per diem, $876.40; one mail messenger, at $2 per diem, in- 
cluding Sundays, $730; one messenger and janitor, at 
$1.76 per diem, including Sundays, $642.40; one rodman and 
inspector, at $3.4 per diem, $1,001.00; one master of tugs, 
$1,200; one messénger to commandant, at $2 per diem, 
$626; in all, $9,093.65. 

To enable the Secretary of the Navy to continue and 
complete his examination concerning the fresh-water 
supply at the Portsmouth Navy Yard, directed by the 
act of July 1, 1902, $3,000, or so much thereof as may be 
needed; in all, $200,000. 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized, in his 
discretion, to consolidate the several power plants in an 
or all of the several navy yards and stations, in 
navy yard and station, for the generation and distribu- 
tion of light, heat, and power, for all the purposes of the 
Navy. To the above end all such individual plants now 
in existence under the contro] of the several bureaus 
may be rearranged or transferred to the control or oper- 
ation of such bureau or bureaus as may, in the d@ 
tion of the Secretary appear most advisable, having in 
view the various kinds of power required at navy yards, 
the necessity for the most efficient and economical work 
in connection with repairs to the fleet, and the avoidance 
of divided responsibility in relation thereto; and all ap- 
——s herein and heretofore made for power 
ouses and power plants for the various bureaus are 
hereby reappropriated and made available, under thé 
Secretary of the Navy, for the consolidations herein pro- 
vided for; and to further carry out the purposes of this 
provision there is hereby appropriated the sum of $300,000. 
(This is a substitute for the corresponding clause in the 
House bill.) 

Naval training station, Great Lakes: The purchase of 
land and the establishment of a naval training station on 
the Great Lakes, $250,000. The President is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to appoint a board consisting 
of not less than three members, none of whom shall be 
a resident of any State bordering on the Great Laken, 
whose duty it shall be to select the most available site 
for such naval training station on the Great Lakes, and 
having selected such site, to ascertain and report its 
probable cost and the probable expenditure which will be 
necessary for improving the same, including lake shore 
protection and construction of necessary harbor facilities; 
and to make a detailed report of their findings and pro- 
ceedings to the President to be transmitted by the Preai- 
dent to Congress for its final action. And to defray the 
expenses of said board, the sum of $5,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be immediately avail- 
able, is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Provided. That pay department stores may be sold to 
civilian employees at naval stations beyond the conti- 
nental limits of the United States and in Alaska, under 
ee pee as the Secretary of the Navy may pre- 
scrihe. 

To place the frigate Constitution as near as may be 
in the same condition as regards hull and rigging as 
she was when in active service, for use as practice, 
training or receiving ship, $400,000. 

One professor as head of the department of physics, 
$3.000. That the President be authorized, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint a profes- 
sor of mathematics of the rank of commander to rank 
after Aaron Nichols Skinner and to be an extra number 
in the list of professors of mathematics in the Navy.

appointment as chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief 
carpenters, and chief sailmakers after six years from 
date of warrant. 

Including additional compensation for enlisted men of 
the Marine Corps regularly detailed as gun pointers, 
messmen, signalmen, or holding good conduct medala, 
pins or bars, $15,000. 

That officers of the Marine Corps with creditable re- 
cords who served during the Civil War shall, when re- 
tired, be retired in like manner and under the same con- 
ditions as provided for officers of the Navy who served 
during the Civil War. 

That before any subsurface or submarine torpedo boat 
or boats are purchased or accepted by the Navy Depart- 
ment they shall have been fully tested to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary of the Navy and shall fulfill all rea- 
sonable requirements for torpedo or submarine warfare 
Provided also, That the boats contracted for under this 
act shall be constructed in accordance with the 
and specifications of the contractor.

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A NOTABLE CAREER. 


Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, U.S.N., who retires tor 
age on Tuesday next, March 15, has achieved a career 
which is without parallel in our naval history. Born 
in England in 1842, he was brought to Massachusetts 
when five years old, and entered the merchant service ag 
a sailor, shipping from Boston at the age of seventeen. 
He was shipwrecked on his first voyage en route to Cal- 
cutta, but was rescued and landed at Reunion Island, 


where he remained for several months, serving as clerk 
to the United States consul. Returning to America in 
1861, he entered the Navy as acting master’s mate on 
the U.S.S. Cumberland, and took part in the attacks at 
Fort Hatteras and Fort Clark at Hatteras Inlet, as well 
as in the engagement with the Confederate Merrimac off 
Newport News, where the Cumberland went down with 
one hundred and twenty men, but with her colors flying 
For his conduct in that affair, O’Neil was promoted to 
acting master and served two years on the U.S.S. Troja, 
during which that vessel captured ten prizes. As navi- 
gator of the U.S.S. Rhode Island, he took part in both 
attacks on Fort Fisher, and on May 31, 1865, at the age 
of twenty-three, was made acting volunteer lieutenant. 
He entered the regular Navy May 1, 1868, and in De- 
cember of the same year was promoted to lieutenant com- 
mander. 

The ten years ensuing were busy but uneventful, ex- 
cept that in 1878, while serving as executive officer of the 
U.S.S. Swatara in the West Indies, under command of 
Capt. Montgomery Sicard, he was first taken with the 
idea of making a special study of ordnance. From May, 
1879, to June, 1882, he was on ordnance duty at the na- 
vy yard, Boston, still with Captain Sicard as his su- 
perior officer. VPromoted meanwhile to commander, he 
was on duty at the navy yard, New York, from 1886 to 
1889, where he helped to install the armament on several 
vessels of the new Navy. From September, 1892, to 
March, 1896, he commanded the U.S.S. Marblehead, cruis- 
ing in West Indian and European waters. During that 
period—in 1894—he played a conspicuous part in the 
transfer of the Mosquito Reservation to Nicaragua, re- 
ceiving for his services the thanks of the Navy Depart- 
ment, the Nicaraguan Government and the British Gov- 
ernment. In 1893, while in Turkish waters, Commander 
O'Neil gave effective aid to American interests during 
the Armenian troubles. He became superintendent of the 
naval gun factory in Washington in Anpril, 1896, and re- 
mained there until March 31, 1897. The day following 
he was appointed Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance of 
the Navy Department, and on July 21, 1897, was pro- 
moted to captain. After a year of routine as Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, the prospect of war with Spain 
presented the opportunity for new activity. On March 
6, 1898, or three weeks after the destruction of the U.S. 
S. Maine, he received orders to place his bureau on a 
war footing, and of the $50,000,000 voted by Congress 
for national defense, $8,000,000 was placed at his dis- 
posal. 

Thanks to his industry and his business-like methods 
the Navy, so far as ordnance and ammunition were con- 
cerned, was ready for hostilities on April 20, 1898. The 
late Rear Admiral Sampson, proverbially opposed to 
sppech-making, said in one of his few public utterances: 
“The Bureau of Ordnance was the one branch of the 
Navy Department that was ready when the war started, 
and since that time its Chief has always kept us supplied 
well ahead.” The policy of the Navy Department with re- 
gard to experiments with and purchases of armor plate 
and smokeless powder has been largely shaped by Ad- 
miral O’Neil’s advice, he having made exhaustive studies 
of both subjects and having been constantly consulted by 
the Secretary of the Navy as well as by Congress. Since 
the Spanish War he has directed his attention to re-de- 
signing the guns of all calibers for the Navy, to develop- 
ing further improvements in armor, armament, powder, 
gun mounts, projectiles, fuses, gun sights and other vital 
appliances of modern warships. He is _ recognized 
throughout the world as an expert in ordnance and the 
related branches of naval science, and his reputation in 
this respect becomes unique when it is considered that 
he never in his life had a day’s training in a technical 
school. His native ability, his tremendous energy, his 
high sense of duty and his resolute purpose that our war- 
ships should be at least as good as the best in the world 
and better, if possible, distinguish him as one of the most 
striking figures in the history of the new Navy. The 
visible imprint of his genius will be found on every ship 
of the national fleet.

COLONEL McCASKEY’S FAREWELL. 


Headquarters, 20th Infantry, 
Cuartel Meisic, Manila, Jan. 24, 1904. 
To the officers and enlisted men of the 20th Infantry: 

After a period of thirty-five years of continuous service 
with the 20th Infantry, your regimental commander has 
been selected by the President as a general officer of the 
U.S. Army. 

The standard of excellence as required and sustained 
during the administrations of my predecessors, Generals 
Sykes, Otis, Penrose, Hawkins, Bates, Patterson and 
Wheaton, has been maintained during the four years 
through which you have served under me. It is a satis- 
faction to transfer to my successor an organization that 
any officer may be proud to command. 

Whether during long tours of arduous duty in trontier 
posts, in the early days of the Northwest or the Indian 
Territory or the Mexico border, when portions of your 
regiment have protected railroad construction, the lives 
and property of pioneer citizens, or the rights of the 
Indians themselves; whether during the difficult military 
duty devolving from the great strikes of 1894; whether 
during the trying campaigns in which the Regiment was 
engaged from 1898 to 1902 in Cuba and in the Philippines; 
or whether during the many years of field and garrison 
duty at home and abroad, the 20th Infantry has left a 
clean and creditable record—not only for duty well done, 
but also for harmony, co-operation, efficiency, and disci- 
pline that have so long been characteristics of the regi- 
ment to which you belong. The present personnel have 
observed the customs and traditions of the olden time, 
and are, in all respects, the equal of those who have 
xone before. 

During the past thirty-five years, your regimental com- 
mander has come in contact with hundreds of officers 
and thousands of men who have followed the colors of 
the 2th Infantry, and his service ante-dates, by several 
years, that of any other member of the regiment. He has 
occupled every grade, and filled all staff positions in the 
regimént; his associations have always been the most 
agreeable, and as the ties of so many years are to be 
sundered now, he acknowledges the great obligations he 
owes to the officers and enlisted men for their cordial 
support, for their efforts to anticipate his wishes, for 
their uniform courtesy and loyalty, and for their re- 
seponsive action at all times, whether in garrison or in 
campaign. It is not a djfficult matter to maintain dis-

try. 

Your regimental commander appreciates the kindly per- 
sonal feelings so often shown and expressed, and he 
tenders to you his thanks therefor. 

You have now returned for your second tour of duty 
in the Philippine Islands, and it is not doubted that 
when it is ended you will have earned from your com- 
manding officers similar high and honorable commenda- 
tions as were bestowed by Major Generals Otis and 
MacArthur during your previous tour. 

As a promise of a successful and creditable service 
here, it is noted that immediately after your recent ar- 
rival, payment for two months was made, and notwith- 
standing the many temptations, not one serious military 
offense was committed by any member of the regiment, 

It is a great honor to command such men, and no pre- 
ferment that may come to your regimental commander 
in the future will efface the satisfaction and plea- 
sure he feels in his long association with the 20th Infan- 
try, and he hopes that, after all, the ties formed may 
never be wholly sundered, and that he may still serve 
you and you may serve him, notwithstanding the fact 
that his name will not again appear upon your rolls. 

The last of the soldiers of the great Civil War to com- 
mand the 20th Infantry—whose service with your colors 
has almost equalled in length, the history of your regi- 
ment—he goes from you knowing that your standard will 
be kept up; that your future commanders will receive 
allegiance always accorded him, and wishing you success 
in every field, he bids you farewell.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Some interest has been aroused in military circles In 
Manila by the discovery that a rebel, styling himself Gen- 
eral Prym, has issued a commission to Ricarte as Lieu- 
tenant General of Northern Luzon. Little is known of 
Prym, and it is hoped that the movement is nothing more 
than a brigand demonstration. Ricarte is an irrecon- 
cilable. He was transported to Guam, and when the 
other Philippine captives returned to Manila under pa- 
role he refused to take the oath and went to Hong Kong. 
Recently he returned to the Philippines, still failing to 
take the oath and managed to smuggle himself through 
the lines. His whereabouts are unknown, and the Phil- 
ippine constabulary is looking for him. It is also re- 
ported that Del Pilar, the leading spirit of the insurrec- 
tion against Spain and the United States, who was ex- 
iled to Guam, but who returned and accepted the oath 
ef allegiance, has joined the outlaws who are defying 
the authorities. 

Manila despatches of March 5 state that Lieutenant 
London, who was engaged with a detachment of forty- 
eight scouts in boats, surveying the southern coast of the 
Island of Paragua, was obliged in consequence of a storm 
to land Feb. 16 between Calasian and Alfonso Trece. 
Three Moro boatmen attacked and killed four guards 
left in charge of the boats and stole the boats, thirty-one 
rifles, three revolvers and 2,000 rounds of ammunition. 
A force of constabulary and scouts left Suyo, the capi- 
tal of Paragua on March 3 in pursuit of the Moros. 

It is worth noting that the recent outbreaks among 
the Moros in the Island of Mindanao were foretold in 
the following letter written by an officer of the Army at 
lligan, the capital of the Moro Province ot Lanao, of 
which Major Robert L. Bullard, 28th U.S. Inf., is Gov- 
ernor, on Jan. 20, 1904: “Matters are again becoming 
strained with the Moros. It seems that periods of bad 
behavior are continually to be expected on the part of 
Moros until they are given a severe lesson. ‘Three or 
four times in the last few weeks they have treacherously 
attacked the American troops at Marahui. They were 
the people always of the irreconcilable Sultan of Teraca. 
It is understood that Major Bullard, who is the Gover- 
nor of these Moros, has called upon the Sultan for ex- 
planation and apology for these acts. The troops are ex- 
pecting another expedition because no one believes the 
Sultan will give this satisfaction.” 

Apropos to the departure of the 11th U.S. Infantry 
from Manila for the United States, the Manila Cable- 
news of Feb. 4 published a long article reciting the 
record of the regiment in the Philippines, from which we 
quote: “The 11th has a long and honorable history. Its 
Philippine record began about May 13, 1901. The or- 
ganization was sent to Leyte and it first came in for 
public notice during the Samar campaign. Detachments 
from Maasin and Tacloban, the latter under Colonel De 
Russey, were among the first to respond when the ap- 
palling news from Balangiga, of the almost total anni- 
hilation of C Company, of the 9th Infantry, was carried 
to Leyte by survivors of that immortal garrison. The 
11th participated in the fighting that occurred from time 
to time in Leyte and occasionally served on Samar after 
that, but its chief service was the policing up of Surigao 
province, when after that other and lesser Balangiga, 
the sack of Surigao town by Concepcion’s outlaws, both 
military and civil governments, forgetting for a time the 
division of responsibility vied with each other to punish 
the awful atrocities of the outlaw jail-breakers and 
poured scouts, constabulary and all the available infan- 
try troops into the turbulent province with a brigadier 
general, Jesse M. Lee, in command. Then the excitement 
somewhat subsided and Colonel Myer was left in charge 
of field operations to perform the hard and thankless 
task of cleansing the province of outlawry without driv- 
ing the pests into the next province. He accomplished 
it by throwing out his living trocha so as to shut off es- 
cape into Misamis, and then, drawing his lines tighter, 
swept the hot-bed of insurrection clean. Then, after a 
long and arduous service, the 11th was brought north 
and quartered in Manila, Since the days when Lukban 
and Malvar gave battle in the open, with uniformed 
ranks, no regiment in the Philippines has seen more ac- 
tive service. Col. Albert L. Myer is the commander of 
the organization; Lieut. Col. Daniel H. Brush is next 
in command, and Capt. John S. Battle, the largest man 
in the United States Army, is the regimental adjutant.” 

Major Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippine Division, has advised the War Department of 
the arrangements made for the transportation of the pro- 
visional battalion of Philippine Scouts which is to par- 
ticipate in the Louisiana Purchase exposition as part of 
the Philippine exhibit. The battalion is composed of 
the 4th (Macabebe), 24th (Ilocano). 30th (Tagalog), 
and 47th (Visayan) Companies of Philippine Scouts. 
These companies were relieved from duty at their regu- 
lar station at Caloocan, Province of Rizal, and ordered 
to Manila, whence they sailed on the transport Thomas 
Feb. 15 for San Francisco. The battalion is fully armed 
and equipped for field service and will also be provided 
with warm cléthing suitable for the climatic changes in- 
volved in their long trip from home. 

Manila despatches of March 9 state that the insular 
authorities have arrested two Filipino lithographers who 
have been making a large number of cleverly counter- 





feited revenue stamps of high denominations and cir- 
culating them through bank employees. ‘ 

The commisssion of native Filipinos to represent the 
Vhilipine Islands at the St. Louis Exposition has been 
completed. Eleven of those to whom places upon it 
were offered declined on the ground that their services 
were needed in the Philippines. The forty-three commis- 
sioners include Justice Arellano, Attorney Genera!

Press despatches from Manila report that the Cavite 
outlaw bands of Montalon and Samson fought between 
themselves in the Batangas mountains, with disastrous 
results to each.

160 ad- 
ditional school teachers from the United States. In 
])ecember last 150 American teachers were sent to the 
Philippines.

Toward the end of 1873 the Count re- 
ceived the appointment of chief of staff to his army 
corps, and in January, 1875, he achieved the rank of 
brigadier, and in the following year that of divisional 
general. In 1882 he became quartermaster general and 
acted as deputy chief of the general staff on behalf of 
eld Marshal Count von Moltke, on whose resignation, 
in 1888, he sueceeded to the post of chief of the general 
staff. Von Moltke always looked on him as one of the 
ablest of the officers he had trained. In 1891 Count von 
\Waldersee was removed from the general staff and placed 

command of the army corps by the influence of Bis- 
marek. In 1898 he became inspector general of the 3d 
army. His appointment to the command in China was 
in 1901. While Count von Waldersee was not so volu- 
minous an author as Count von Moltke, what he wrote 

1s regarded as of the best quality. The only complete 
work on the Danish war, based on official sources and 
:blished anonymously, was from his pen.

Capts. M. C. Buckey and BE. L. Zalinski, U.S.A., 
spoke to the boys of the schoolship St. Marys at New 
York city March 9. In the course of his remarks Cap- 
tain Buckey stated that the Japanese were the best 
prepared nation that ever went to war, and also said: “I 
was in the Far East in 1901 during the Boxer uprising, 
and I’ve known many Japanese who were on secret ser- 
vice duty in Manchuria for their government. The 
whole region was covered with spies; in fact, the Jap- 
anese know its topography fully as well as the Rus- 
sians.” Captain Zalinski, in making a few preliminary 
remarks in introducing Captain Buckey, said: “The 
Japanese are animated by the most patriotic spirit, and 
although smaller in stature, they are equal to a Russian 
in every respect. The population of Russia is as to Japan 
three to one, and the strength of the rival armies on 
paper is about eight to one. But this is counteracted by 
the nearness of the Japanese at the scene of war to their 
own country.”

In connection with the recommendation of General 
Wood that Major Hugh L. Scott, 14th Cav., be made a 
brigadier general, it may be well to note the fact that 
Secretary Taft is strongly opposed to the promotion of 
officers by special legislation. There is every reason to 
believe that the Secretary looks with disfavor upon the 
provision contained in the amendment to the Army bill 
to promote Gen. F. C. Ainsworth to be a major general 
and Col. W. P. Hall to be a brigadier general. Promo- 
tions of this sort, it is believed, have a bad effect upon the 
esprit de corps of the Army, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that Secretary Taft, during his administration of 
the War Department, will refuse to recommend such 
promotions. The Secretary believes that the greatest cir- 
cumspection should be shown in the selection of general 
officers for the Army, and his recommendations to the 
President will be made only after the most careful con- 
sideration, The judgment of the present Secretary as to 
the choice of officers will not be determined by their prox- 
imity to him, by their agreeable personal qualities, or by 
their ability to see things as he sees them. It may be diffi- 
cult for our much enduring Army to believe that such a 
revolution is impending, but we have good reason to sup- 
pose that it is,

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{INCREASE IN THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


We published on March 5, page 707, « bill proposed by 
Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, 
to increase the efficiency of the Ordnance Department. 
As then stated, that bill was referred to the Third Di- 
vision of the General Staff for consideration. As a re- 
sult of that consideration the Third Division recom- 
mended the following substitute for the bill of General 
Crozier : 

The Ordnance Department shall consist of one Chief 
of Ordnance with the rank of brigadier general, 7 col- 
onels, 10 lieutenant colonels, 21 majors, 2 captains 
23 1st lieutenants; these ist lieutenants to be detailed 
from the line of the Army as hereinafter provided; and 
the enlisted mea, including ordnance sergeants, as now 
authorized by law. All vacancies created or caused by 
this section shall, as far as practicable, be filled by pro- 
motion according to seniority as now prescribed by law, 
except that the Chief of Ordnance shall be selected from 
the permanent officers of the corps for a period of four 
years. That the position of ist lieutenant of ordnance 
shall be filled by details from the Army at large, from 
the same grade or the grade below: Provided, That no 
officer shall be so detailed except upon the recommenda- 
tion of a board of ordnance officers, and after at least 
one exumination, which shall be open to competition. 
That officers detailed as lieutenants in the Ordnance 
Corps shall serve as such not more than four years con- 
tinuously, and shall not again be eligible to further de- 
tail until after one year’s service out of the depart- 
ment. Provided further, That vacancies occurring in the 
grade of captain in the Ordnance Department shall be 
filled by the appointment of officers who have served by 
detail in the Ordnance Department, the selection to. 
made as the result of an examination, approved by the 
Secretary of War, that shall be satisfactory to a board 
of three officers of the permanent corps.” 


The bill thus recommended by the Third Division was 
then taken under advisement by the War Department 
General Staff, with the result that the measure was rec- 
ommended for passage in amended form as follows: 


“Sec. 1. That the Ordnance Department shall consist 
of one Chief of Ordnance with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, 7 colonels, 10 lieutenant colonels, 21 majors, 23 cap- 
tains, 23 Ist lieutenants; these Ist lieutenants to be de- 
tailed from the line of the Army as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, and the enlisted men, including ordnance ser- 
geants, as now authorized by law. All vacancies created 
or caused by this section shall, as far as practicable, be 
filled by promotion according to seniority as now 
scribed by law, except that the Chief of Ordnance 
be selected from the permanent officers of the corps for 
a period of four years. Sec. 2. That vacancies occurring 
in the grade of first lieutenant of ordnance shall be filled 
by detail from the Army at large, from the same grade 
or the grade below. Provided, That officers shall be so 
detailed subject to such examination as may, be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War and that vacancies 
thereby created shall be filled as now provided for by 
law: Provided further, That vacancies occurring in the 
grade of captain in the Ordnance Department shall be 
filled by the appointment of officers who have served by 
detail in the Ordnance Department, the selection to be 
made as the result of an examination approved by the 
Secretary of War.” 

The minutes of the meeting of the War Department 
General Staff, at which the above bill was approved, con- 
tain the following statement: “In connection with the 
consideration of the said bill, notice was taken of cer- 
tain action by the Chief of Staff, Secretary of War and 
the United States Senate as reported in the Congres- 
sional Record of March 8, and of which the General 
Staff as a body had no previous information—said ac- 
cion in effect having resulted in an incorporation into 
the Army Appropriation bill of practically the provisions 
of sc much of the bill proposed by the Ohief of Ord- 
nance as applies to the filling of alt vacancies in -his 
corps by detail under certain provisions and conditions.”

Memorandum for the Secretary of War: 

The accompanying proposed bil! for increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the Ordnance Department, with report by the 
General Staff, is submitted for your consideration. 

With two exceptions, the chief of the corps and the 
grade of Ist lieutenant, the proposed -bill creates a per- 
manency in the several grades of the ance Depart- 
ment, Whereas the present law ‘fills all vacancies occur- 
ring im each grade by detail (act of Feb. 2, 1001). The 











- argument for this change is that the detail system as pro- 


vided by said act does away with incentive on the part 
of officers of the Army at large to prepare themselves for 
the high standard of examination adopted and necessary 
to efficiency in the corps. This argument is based upon 
three years of experience, by which it is found that the 
Ordnance Department at this time is short nineteen offi- 
cers. I think it. is true, also, in support of this argu- 
ment, that every opportunity has been extended by invi- 
tation to officers at large to make application for exam- 
ination, and while a number have responded the prepara- 
tion seems to have been inadequate to meet the require- 
ments of the examination ‘prescribed, and the theory is 
that the incentive offered by the detail system is insuffi- 
cient to bring forward the best material in competition. 

I approve the recommendation of the General Staff 
for a return to a permanent system with respect to the 
grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major, but think 
it best to dissent from its opinion with regard to the 
grade of captain, leaving the captains and Ist lieuten- 
ants to be detailed as at present prescribed by law. This 
will, E- think, create a larger field for the ultimate selec- 
tion of officers of marked ability to fill the field officer 
grades-than will result if we make the grade of captain 
permanent, and if this idea prove true it must necessar- 
ily result in future benefit to the Ordnance Department. 

I recommend that ze approve the proposition to in- 
crease the Ordnance Corps by number and grade as pro- 
posed by the General Staff. The additional officers re- 
quired is but a natural demand due to the expansion of 
the Army by the act of Feb. 2, 1901. Said expansion de- 
mands additional service by this department to meet 
requirements of the Army made necessary by its expan- 
sion. This remark applies also to any and all of the 
staff bureaus charge. with construction and fabrication 
of material, with particular reference to the Ordnance 
Department and the Quartermaster’s Department, upon 
both of which devolve largely increased demands of con- 
struction and fabrication due te the increase of the Army 
referred to. 

As evidence that a certain degree of permanency of 
personnel of the Ordnance Department is desirable, I 
respectfully invite attention to the remarks of Admiral 
O’Neil, at the head of the Ordnance Bureau of the Navy 
(in which the detail system is practically obligatory), as 
contained in his letter of April 20, 1900, and his report 
for 1903 (copies herewith). 

Should the Secretary approve on the lines requested, 
prescribed for examinations for detail ought to require 
that said examinations should be open to competition, 
by all officers of proper grades, after general notification. 

Should the Secretary approve on the lines requested, 
the papers should be returned for a re-draft of the bill 
before he submits it to Congress.

’ THE QUESTION OF NAVY ORDNANCE. 

Important changes that will provide for the lack of 
ordnance officers in the Navy, of which Rear Admiral 
O'Neil complained of in his last annual report, will prob- 
ably result from the request Secretary Moody has recent- 
ly addressed to prominent Navy officers calling 
tor their views on the question of selecting officers for 
ordnance work in the Navy. ‘The first to respond is 
Lieut. Comdr. Frank F. Fletcher,. who has sent to the 
Secretary a detailed and most important statement of 
his views on this subject which the Secretary finds co- 
incident in a large measure with his own. Commander 
Fletcher considers very thoroughly the question of an 
ordnance corps, and it is understood agrees with the 
Secretary and many ordnance officers that such a corps 
is inexpedient. It is the idea of the Secretary that it re- 
quires. nothing but intelligent administration of the 
present law to afford the desired relief. Instead of put- 
ting the ordnance officers in a corps by themselves the 
Secretary believes that better results could be obtained 
by giving those officers who select ordnance duty more 
opportunity for study than the other line officers enjoy. 
It is within the power of the Secretary to permit ord- 
nance officers, or for that matter engineer officers, to have 
longer shore leave than other officers. This time could 
be spent partly at the Department and partly at the 
Washington gun factory. The force, both at the latter 
place and. in the Bureau of Ordnance, could be increased 
and from time to time such officers as it was thought 
bést sent abroad to study special ordnance problems. 
It is the opinion of the Secretary, and of the majority of 
ordnance officers, that there is no trouble in the Navy 
with the handling of naval ordnance. It is believed that 
every officer is thoroughly fitted for this, but there is 





need of a number of specially trained men to keep our, 


ordnance abreast of that of other navies, working out 
and solving new problems as they arise and in developing 
in every way possible the efficiency of our ordnance. 
Under present conditions it is felt that the ordnance 
officers do not hare enough time ashore to do special 
work.

péwer, so faras We are informed, cherishes this delusion. 
Officers ‘limit: themselves to the work of determining 
‘what they-want in the way of ordnance and the responsi- 
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bility for furnishing it is imposed upon some great man- 
ufacturing firm like Krupp of Germany, Vickers of 
England, or Canet of France. The sooner we come to 
this system the better. The security of men and ships 
should not be left to the hazard of such knowledge of 
practical gun construction as an officer may attain in 
the intervals of sea duty. The Navy and the Army are 
entitled to have in the construction of ordnance the very 
highest mechanical and constructive skill this or any 
other country affords, at whatever cost. It is obvious 
that it cannot obtain it under the present system and 
the sooner that fact is recognized the better. We ought 
to have in the United States institutions that would lead 
the world in gun construction and whose product would 
be tested, as that of Krupp is tested, by its constant 
employment in military and naval service all over the 
world. 

In his last annual report the Chief of the Navy Bureau 
of Ordnance said: “For a number of years past the 
duties devolving upon the bureau have steadily been 
growing more onerous, until at the present time they 
have reached a point where it is impossible for the few 
officers available for ordnance duty therein to keep pace 
with and do justice to many important matters which 
should receive long and careful investigation and con- 
sideration, but which from the force of circumstances 
must now be disposed of off-hand for lack of sufficient 
help. The bureau is unable at the present moment to 
suggest a remedy for these conditions. It almost seems 
as though a permanent corps of specially trained officers 
to perform ordnance duty is necessary if we expect to 
do justice to this important branch of the Service. It 
is no exaggeration{to say that should one or two officers 
now on duty in the bureau be detached without proper 
reliefs—and proper reliefs are very hard to find—the 
most important duties of the bureau would practically 
come to a standstill and serious embarrassment would 
follow. Such a system, therefore, cannot be a good one. 
No private establishment would expect or pretend to 
maintain efficiency by changing its technical staff every 
year or two, and yet this is exactly what takes place in 
the Ordnance Department of the Navy. Such success as 
the bureau has had is not due to the present system, but 
has been achieved in spite of it.”

Secretary Moody is strongly opposed to the Senate 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill providing 
for an increase in the pay of civil engineers. The’ Sec- 
retary believes that the entire pay system of the Navy 
should be revised and he thinks that a board of officers 
representing the line and the various corps is the proper 
tribunal to decide the question, their decision being of 

urse subject to the approval of the Seéretary. The 

retary has had conferences during the past week with 
Rear Admiral Capps, Chief Constructor of the Navy, re- 
garding the pay of the naval constructors. The opinion 
of the Secretary and of the Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repairs is that naval constructors should 
receive more pay toward the end of their career than the 
present system provides for. In this way the Navy would 
be enabled to keep such men as Francis T. Bowles, who 
recently resigned to accept the position of president of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company. The Secretary, 
however, is opposed to picking out any one corps and 
attempting to remedy the pay system as applied to it. 
What he thinks should be done, and what will be done 
if he can bring it about, is to revise the entire pay sys- 
tem and place it upon a regular and more uniform basis.

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Notwithstanding reports to the contrary, we have been 
unable to find that there is any disposition on the part 
of the War Department to give the Medical Department 
of the Army a representation on the General Staff when 
a vacancy shall occur. Under the existing organization 
the first section of the first division of the General Staff 
is given the consideration of all matters pertaining to the 
organization, equipment and training of the Medical De- 
partment. This section consists of two Artillery offi- 
cers, one Cavalry officer and one Infantry officer. All 
other matters pertaining to the Medical Department are 
considered by the third division of the General Staff, 
composed of one officer of the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment, one Ordnance officer, two Artillery officers and 
one officer of the Signal Corps. The contention of the 
Medical Department is that these officers have not the 
professional knowledge to deal with the technical ques- 
tions constantly arising in the Medical Department, and 
they call attention to the fact that while the other tight 
staff corps, aggregating 367 officers, have eleven repre- 
sentatives on the General Staff, the Medical Depart- 
ment, with 322 officers, has none,

Some mention was made in the JourNaL of March 5 
of an order signed by Mr. Root during the last day or 
two of his administration at the War Department, in 
which he changed in some degree the relationship of the 
Ordnance Department to the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications. It appears that Mr. Root in this order 
practically, reversed the decision of former Secretary of 
War Lamont, who held that the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications should haye exclusive control of the test- 
ing of new ordnance with a view to its adoption by the 
Army. Under the new conditions of affairs, as ordered 
by Mr. Root, the work of testing new ordnance has been 
transferred to the Ordnance Department, and the work 
of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications is confined 
to the selection of types. The transfer of this important 
work to the Ordnance Department has created consider- 
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able dissatisfaction among the members of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications, but it is hardly probablo 
that the decision of Mr. Root will be reversed, as it was 
based upon several legal opinions given him by the offi- 
cers of the Judge Advocate General’s Department. . 





Secretary Moody has made a rough draft of a General 
Staff biil which, in his opinion, meets the needs of the 
Service. Of thie measure several line officers who have 
hitherto expressed their opposition to the General Staff 
idea, have said: “There is nothing objectionable in this 
proposition.” On the other hand it is a measure which 
meets with favor in the General Board. The Secretary 
is unwilling to talk concerning this measure until the 
committees of Congress have requested that some such 
measure be laid before them and the bill has assumed 
fourm. That the Secretary has formulated a very judici- 
ous plan is evident from the fact that out and out ad- 
vocates of a General Staff say that the proposition is 
satisfactory to them, while many officers who have op- 
posed the Barnett bill find nothing objectionable in the 
Moody proposition. The recommendations of the Sec- 
retary contained in his annual report had a similar re- 
ception. Part of the Service saw in them a definite 
commitment in favor of a General Staff; others reached 
the conclusion that the Secretary had not made any 
definite recommendations on the subject.

Secretary Moody wiil not permit officers of the Navy 
with “political tendencies” to remain on duty in Wash- 
ington. He thinks it complicates the problems of naval 
administration. He has viewed with distinct disfavor 
the efforts of certain officers of the Navy to influence leg- 
islation looking to the securing an increase of pay for 
civil engineers. The announcement was made on March 
10 that Civil Engr. Charles A. Wentworth, who has been 
on duty in the Bureau of Yards and Docks, has been 
transferred to Guantanamo for duty there in connection 
with the fitting up of that station. It is thought not im- 
probable that other transfers of a like character will be 
announced in a short time.

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DEBATE ON THE NAVY BILL. 


While the Senate debate on the Navy Appropriation 
bill was devoted chiefly to minor features of the measure, 
it was nevertheless characterized by an exceedingly lively 
discussion on the question of appropriating money to 
establish a naval training station on the Great Lakes. 
This project was omitted from the bill as it passed the 
House and was proposed in an amendment when the 
measure came up in the Senate providing $250,000 for 
the purchase of a site for a station on the shore of Lake 
Michigan, south of lat. 43. That stipulation was in 


accord with the recommendations of the Naval Board 
which reported on the question of location. The most 
suitable site, in the opinion of the board, is Lake Bluff, 
thirty-two miles north of Chicago, but the Senators from 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania opposed that 
proposition most earnestly and the question was debated 
for the better part of two days. The matter was finally 
compromised by the adoption of an amendment author- 
izing the President to appoint a board of not less than 
five members, none of whom shall be a resident of any 
State bordering on the Great Lakes, to select the most 
available site for a naval training station on the Great 
Lakes and appropriating $5,000 for the expenses of said 
board. 

During the general debate on the bill on March 5 Sen- 
ator Clay deprecated the increase of naval appropria- 
tions, and said in part: “We now see it frequently 
stated in our naval journals that our naval officers say 
we are likely to have war with Germany. I do not be- 
lieve it. A great and powerful navy and a great and 
powerful army, in charge of ambitious officers, anxious 
to advance their own ambition, anxious to make a great 
reputation, easy to take offense, are more likely to get 
us into war than to prevent war.” 

Senator Martin, noting the fact that the bill was re- 
ported to the Senate by the unanimous vote of its Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, said: “I believe we must have 
a strong Navy. I believe the relation of the United 
States to international affairs now makes it indispensa- 
ble to the public safety. I believe the American people 
take that view of this matter and are willing to be taxed 
to pay for a navy that will give a sense of safety which 
will come in no other way.” 

Senator Stewart suggested that the United States 
might profitably cede the Philippines to Great Britain 
in exchange for Canada. 

Senator Lodge said: “A naval officer who does not 
believe that the Navy is the one essential thing and that 
ali his efforts should be directed toward its upbuilding 
and development is not an officer whom we would desire 
to have. They, of course, if they have proper profes- 
sional pride, are looking to the building and efficiency of 
the Navy and nothing else. They may ask what seems 
to us extravagant, but let us never forget that in time 
of stress the officers and sailors of our Navy have never 
failed. Their record is one of victory always and ev- 
erywhere. * * * * The percentage of naval expenditure 
to the total expenditures of the Government last year 
was 17.3 per cent. Taking it by decimal periods, I 
find that in 1800 it was 46.5 per cent. So whatever the 
fathers may have done, there is not much doubt about 
what the grandfathers did. In 1810 it was 31.1; in 
1820, 33.4; in 1830, 24.4; in 1840, 25.3; in 1850, 21.2; 
in 1860, 19.1; in 1870, 13.2 of the total of Government 
expenditures. The average annual percentage of naval 
expenditures from 1800 to 1903 inclusive, has been 22.3 
per cent., and the percentage of naval expenditures for 
1903 was 17.3 per cent. f last year the average ap- 
propriation had been made, it would have been $103,- 
000,000, instead of $82,000,000. In other words, after 
all the great absolute increases in the Navy of late years, 
we are still 5 per cent. behind the average expenditure 
of this Government on the Navy thrvughout its history 
as compared with other expenditures.” 

Senator Depew: “Mr. President, I have the greatest 
respect for my lifelong friend and now constituent, the 
late Secretary of War, and have the profoundest re- 
spect for his opinions on all questions; but if he has 
given as his judgment that the United States would at 
some time surrender and give up the Philippine Islands 
to an independent nation, in the line with Cuba, I do 
not believe that that condition will ever come about.”

FORTIFICATIONS BILL AS AMENDED. 


The Fortifications Appropriation Bill, H.R. 12446, as 
submitted to the Senate by the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations, shows an increase of $506,000 over the 
appropriations voted by the House, and carries total 
appropriations of $7,637,192. The Senate amendments 
increase the item for construction of gun and mortar 
batteries from $655,000 to $700,000; for ammunition for 
machine, automatic, mountain, field and siege guns, 
from $161,600 to $261,600; for ammunition for sea- 
coast cannon, from $180,000 to $330,000. ‘The item for 
sea coust batteries in insular possessfons is increased 
from $500,000 to $700,000; the item for sea coast guns 
for insular possessions is reduced from $178,000 to 
$168,920, and the item of $200,000 for the purchase of 
land for the defenses of the Hawaiian Islands 1s 
stricken out entirely, as is the item of $53,920 for the 
purchase of sea coast mortars, while the item of $663 
000 for rapid-fire guns for coast defense is reduced to 
$618,000. The new clauses inserted into the bill are as 
follows : : 

“For one boiler, engine and generator of about 250 
kilowatts capacity, fully equipped with speed control- 
ler, $1,900. For necessary machinery for enlarging 
shrapnel plant authorized by the fortification appro- 
priation act, approved March 13, 1903, $30,000. 

“To enable the Secretary of War in his discretion to 
purchase for the School of Submarine Defense for ex- 
perimental work, one submarine torpedo boat of the 
type of the Protector,” manufactured by the Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat Company, not to exceed, in the judgment and 
discretion of the Secretary of war, $250,000; Provided, 
That before said submarine torpedo boat is purchased 
or accepted by the War Department, it shall have been 
fully tested to the satisfaction of the Secretary of War 
and shall fulfill all reasonable requirements for coast de- 
fense. 

“To enable A. H. Emery to proceed promptly in the 
work of building and erecting the 12-inch disappearing 
carriage and its loading apparatus being made by him 
for the Government, it is hereby provided that the 
Secretary of War, may in his discretion, advance the 
said Emery, at any time or times which he thinks best, 
any part of the $84,343.02, balance of appropriations

NEEDS OF THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


In the course of his hearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs beginning Feb. 29, Gen. 
Albert L. Mills, U.S.A,, Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, made a careful and comprehensive statement 
of the needs of that institution. Referring to an item 
of $2,000 for the pay of a chaplain, General Mills said 
in reply to inquiries that he knew of no reason in law 
why the chaplain of the Military Academy should not 
be a detailed chaplain of the Army, nor did he know 
of any reason why the post of chaplain at the Academy 
should not be made a life position for the present in- 
cumbent, with the pay and allowances of a professor. 
General Mills added that the present incumbent, Mr. 
Herbert Shipman, was a very estimable man, an excel- 
lent chaplain and an exceedingly efficient officer. With 
regard to the item of $2,000 for the pay of an associate 
professor of mathematics, who shall have the pay anu 
allowances of a major, with a proviso that when a 
vacancy shall occur in this office, the position shall 
thereafter be filled by the detail of an officer from the 
Army at large. General Mills explained that this officer 
should be placed upon an equal footing with his com- 
rade who is performing corresponding duties and has 
corresponding responsibilities in the department of 
modern languages. 

The appropriation of $600 for the pay of one band 
sergeant was necessary for the reason that in the field 
music there are twenty-four enlisted men, including one 
sergeant and one corporal, but in the band proper there 
are forty enlisted men with no non-commissioned officer. 
An increase of twenty-five in the strength of the Army 
service detachment is necessary for the best interests of 
the Government service as well as for the economic ad- 
ministration of the Military Academy. 

In reply to a question as to the teaching of foreign 
languages at the Academy, General Mills stated that 
French and Spanish were taught and that there had been 
a desire to take up German, but if German were 
adopted, it would have displace something else more 
essential, and everything possible is being done to im- 
prove the instruction in French and Spanish. The 
Superintendent said “the main object of these two items 
is to give us several civilian instructors, natives of the 
countries referred to, who can talk with the cadets in 
the language and give them this great advantage. The 
cadets now probably have as fine a foundation of 
language instruction as is given in any college in the 
country, but all our instructors being Army officers, of 
course, are not linguists. I regard French and Spanish 
as absolutely essential to the instruction vu: the cadets.” 

For the pay of one clerk and stenographer in the 
office of the quartermaster and disbursing officer, $1,200 
is asked. 

Speaking of the item of $3,000 for the pay of the 
librarian, which is an increase of $500, General Mills 
said: “The position of librarian has become one of the 
most important at the Military Academy. There are 
now in the library over 50,000 volumes, and it is in- 
creasing annually. Its proper care and management 
is necessary to make it useful to instructors and cadets. 
Due to the labor and ability of the present incumbent, 
Dr. E. S. Holden, it has reached a high state of effici- 
ency,, and the scientific and literary knowledge and skill 
he possesses are fully worth to the Government and the 
Academy the increase of $500 recommended. 1 do not 
suppose there is another man in the United States who 
could really step into Doctor Holden's place and do 
the work as he is doing it. Colonel Hull and Judge De- 
Armond both went into the merits of this item. They 
were both on the last Board of Visitors. Colonel Hull 
especially, approved the increase in this item. The 
librarian at the Academy should have the pay and 
station of a professor. His work is equally onerous and 
important. Dr. Holden instructs cadets and lectures 
to them and shows them how to use the library. He has 
a regular course of instruction in that way.” 

Referring to the increase in the allowance for con- 
tingencies from $1,000 to $2,500, General Mills said: 
“That contingent fund is always spent. I had a hesi- 
tation before about speaking about this item; but prob- 
ably this is my last year at the Academy and for my 
successor I ought to ask the committee to increase the 
amount of that item. The Superintendent needs it. 
He expends it for the Government. He does not ex- 
pend it for his own pleasure and benefit. He is obliged 
to keep up a large tseablishment and does much enter- 
taining: of distinguished visitors, who are coming to the 
Academy in greater numbers than ever before.” 

The proposed increase of $10,000, making $40,000 .n 
all, for repairs and improvements, was strongly urged 
there being more than 125 buildings to be cared 
for. Also the continuance of the course of lectures and 
the appropriation of $5,500 for printing 6,000 copies of 
the Jubilee Centennial History of the United States 
Military Academy. It will be a permanent record in 
book form of great interest and value. 

The item of $3,250 for maintaining the children’s 
school was by no means excessive. Women teachers 
should be employed. 

In reply to an inquiry whether any of the accidents 
to cadets grew out of hazing, General Mills made the 
following statement: “No sir. There is no hazing now 
at the Military Academy, but accidents are constantly 
occurring in the gymnasium, in the riding hall and at the 
cavalry drill. Objectionable nazing is over. The appli- 
eation of the regulations and the procedure of training 
laid down by law accomplishes all and more than hazing 
ever did, and in a great deal better way.” 

When asked whether the appropriation to begin the 
restoration of Fort Putnam should be stricken from the 
bill, General Mills said: “I hope not; at least I hope 








it will be carefully considered by the committee. You 
will remember the item came up last year. The state. 
ment about Fort Putnam being a Revolutionary. relic 
was questioned, and I let it go aside for that reason. 
Since that time I have taken steps to establish beyond 
a doubt, by records and otherwise, its authenticity. 
It was the place that Arnold attempted to surrender to 
the British.” 

In support of the item of $400,000 to insure a larger 
and better water supply, a series of estimates and ‘re- 
ports from experts was presented, showing that the 
need was urgent and the proposed appropriation entirely 
reasonable.

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
s. 1284, amended to provide that the President is au-

thorized to restore Talleyrand Desaix Myers, now a 
passed assistant surgeon on the retired list of the Navy, 
provided that he shall, upon examination before an ex- 
amining board of three medical officers his senior in 
rank, satisfactorily establish his fitness to perform ac- 
tive service, the place to which he shall be restored to be 
determined by the Secretary of the Navy, after recom- 
mendation with regard thereto by said board; and that 
he shall be carried as an additional number. The bill 
as amended has the approval of the Navy Department. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has report- 
ed S. 4505, amended to read as follows: “That Section 
» of the act approved Feb. 2, 1901, entitled “an act 
to inerease the efficiency of the permanent military es- 
tablishment of the U.S,’ be, and the same is hereby, 
amended so that it shall read as follows: Sec. 22. That 
the Corps of Engineers shall consist of one Chief of En- 
gineers with the rank of brigadier general, of 10 colo- 
nels, 16 lieutenant colonels, 32 majors, 43 captains, 43 
Ist lieutenants, and 43 2d lieutenants. The enlisted force 
provided in Section 11 of this act, and the officers serv- 
ing with the organized battalions thereof, shall consti- 
tute a part of the line of the Army: Provided, That 
the Chief of Engineers shall be appointed as now pro- 
vided by law, and hereafter vacancies in the Corps of 
Engineers in all other grades above that of 2d lieuten- 
ant shall be filled by promotion, according to seniority, 
from the Corps of Engineers. Any vacancies occurring 
at any time in the grade of 2d lieutenant shall be left 
for future promotions from the corps of cadets at the U. 
S. Military Academy.” The amendments, the report 
states, make the organization conform substantially to 
the proportion recommended by the Secretary of War 
in the Army Reorganization bill, approved Feb. 2, 1901. 
“Although there is a larger proportion of officers of 
higher rank in the Engineers than in other corps it is 
perhaps well that it should be so,” the report says. “The 
legislation recommended will require at least five years 
to bring the corps to its full proposed strength. The 
duties are continually increasing to such an extent that 
it is already impossible to adequately meet the demands 
of the officers, and the corps will be unable to give to 
works intrusted to its care the necessary attention. The 
amounts actually expended by the Engineer Corps for 
rivers and harbors, fortifications, and miscellaneous has 
ir — from $13,147,314.34 in 1890 to $24,152,299.03 
in 1903.’ 

The following intended amendments to appropriation 
bills have been submitted to the Senate: By Mr. Teller, 
to the Fortification bill, that the sum of $40,000 appro- 
priated in the bill approved March 3, 1903, to increase 
the price of the metal work of the Emery gun carriage, 
shall be due and paid to FE. H. Emery on the passage of 
the present bill, to enable him to proceed promptly in 
the work of building his 12-inch disappearing gun car- 
riage; and an amendment to enable A. H. Emery to pro- 
ced promptly in the work of building and erecting the 
12-inch disappearing carriage and its loading apparatus 
being made by him for the Government, and authorizing 
the Seeretary of War to advance to said Emery any part 
of the $84,348.02, balance of appropriations now avail- 
able for completing the construction of said gun, etc. By 
Mr. Teller, to the Army bill, proposing that field, line 
and staff officers of the Army below the grade of major 
general, with creditable records, who served during the 
Civil War, and who have been or may hereafter be re- 
tired, shall be placed on the retired list with the rank 
and retired pay of the next higher grade. 

The house has passed S. 33, nroviding that Capt. Jo- 
seph M. Simms, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service (retired), 
having been promoted “for meritorious acts of public 
*rvice and wounds received in the U.S. service,” shall 
hereafter receive the full retired pay of his said rank. 
This increases his present pay $300 a year. He served 
through the War of the Rebellion in the Navy, and was 
founded many times. He served for nearly thirty years 
thereafter in the Revenue Cutter Service, and was finally 
ploeed upon waiting orders because of the disability re- 
ecived in service. 

The House has passed H.R. 2193, to pay David Tweed, 
Miners Delight, Fremont County, Wyo., $3,500 as com- 
pensation -for injuries received while guiding a soldier 
of the U.S. Army. Mr. Mondell, explaining the bill, said 
thot in the winter of 1876, after the Custer massacre, 
thy Sioux gathered in large numbers in central and 
northern Wyoming. For the protection of the settlers 
two posts had been established—Fort Washakie (then 
Fort Brown) on the plains and Fort Stambaugh on the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains, at an altitude of about 
1.000 feet. In January of that year a Cavalryman was 
ordered from Fort Brown to Fort Stambaugh to carry 
despatches. He found it impossible to make his way, 
owing to the character of the trail and the very fierce 
storm raging. He stopped at a settler’s house and per- 

led David Tweed, then a boy 14 years of age, to 
cuide him. The mercury was about 57 degrees helow 
zero. To attempt to go without a guide meant almost 
certain death. So this gallant youngster finally agreed 

guide him to Fort Stambaugh. Before their arrival 
thors the storm increased, they lost their way, and be- 

ne badly frozen, but finally reached the fort with the 
l-spatches. The boy’s feet were so badly frozen it be- 
come necessary to amputate them. 

The House has passed S. 334, to nay to N. F. Palmer,

The Honse has passed H.R. 10891, to pay Julius A. 
Kaiser $3,758.45, being the amount disallowed by the 
accounting officers for difference between active-duty 
poy of a 2d assistant engineer and retired nay of a Iat 
assistant engineer from Oct. 18, 1868, to Jnlv 8, 1873, 
while on the active list of the Navy. In 1868, as as- 
sistant engineer, he was stationed in the Far East and 
was kept there, Representative Butler said in explaining 
the bill. more than five years without the Department 
giving him the chance to take his examination for pro- 
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motion. In 1873 he was ordered home. On the return 
voyage, during a storm, he was thrown upon the 
of the ship and was badly crippled, so that he failed 
physically in examination for promotion. There was no 
power in the Department to give him the promotion 
which he would have had in 1868, and therefore the 
whole subject was referred to A bill was 
passed in the last Congress by which Mr. Kaiser was 
promoted to the grade of Ist assistant e eer, but it 
was then discovered that the bill, which had been drawn 
by an admiral of the Navy, provided for his retirement 
as of 1868; consequently he was placea on the retired 
list as of that date. The accounting officers decided that 
he had been paid for five years on the active list; this 
bill placed him on the retired list, and nothing to do but. 
to deduct from his pay as a Ist assistant engineer on the 
retired list the money overpaid him as an active officer 
in the Navy—just what Congress did not intend should 
be done. Therefore the present bill was introduced. 

The House has passed H.R. 4573, to pay to Eugene 
Patenaude, of Colchester, Chittenden County, Vt., $500 
in full for injuries sustained by him by being shot and 
severely wounded on Nov. 3, 1901, at said Colchester, 
by a stray bullet, fired by an unknown member of the 
1ith U.S. Cavalry while at target practice. .

QUESTION OF NAVY TITLES, 


Henry M. Hoyt, Solicitor General, Department 
of Justice, March 4 sent to the Secretary of the Navy a 
reply to a letter of Jan. 4, asking certain questions re- 
garding the titles by which various officers of the Navy 
should be addressed. Mr. Hoyt says: 

“Sec. 1471, Rev. Stat., provides that > ‘The chiefs of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Provisions and Cloth- 
ing, Steam Engineering, and Construction and Repair shall 
have, respectively, the title of surgeon general, paymaster 
general, engineer-in-chief, and chief constructor.’ These 
are the staff bureaus of the Navy under the existing 
organizations excepting that Engineer sorte (steam 
engineering) has now been transferred to the line by the 
Personnel act of 1899. That law (30 Stat., 1904), con- 
tains the following provisions: ‘Provided, That when the 
oftice, of chief of bureau is filled by an officer below the 
rank of rear admiral, said officer shall, while holding 
suid office, have the rank of rear admiral and receive the 
same pay and allowance as are now allowed a brigadier 
general in the Army: * * * And, provided further, 
That all sections of the Revised Statutes which, in de- 
fining the rank of officers or positions in the Navy, con- 
tuin the words “‘the relative rank of” are hereby amended 
so as to read “the rank of.” but officers whose rank is 
so defined ~hall not be entitled, in virtue of their rank, 
to command in the line or in other staff corps. Neither 
shall this act be construed as changing the titles of offi- 
cers in the staff corps of the Navy.’ think it is clear 
from the collocation and comparison of the foregoing 
laws: 

“1. That the titles of the heads of the existing 
staff bureaus are positively fixed by law and are un- 
changea by the later legislation which confers the ad- 
vanced rank and pay upon all bureau chiefs below the 
rank of rear admiral. 2. That under those laws, con- 
strued in connection with the statutes relating to retire- 
ment and with past usage in the Service, the designated 
titles of staff bureau chiefs carry over from the active to 
the retired list. 3. That respecting bureaus which, 
though aiding in central administration, are not techni- 
cally of the staff, and respecting line or staff officers sery- 
ing as chiefs of those bureaus or retired as such; and 
respecting line or staff officers in the grade or having the 
rank of captain and entitled to be retired (section fi of 
the Personnel act), ‘in the next higher , ie, as 
rear admiral; and respecting the special cases of the 
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jodee advocate general and the secretary to the 
all these cases the law lays down no explicit 
lative to titles, and hence in those situations and 
the subject may be and should be disposed of by 
tive order or Navy regulation and usage, paying 
gard to such logical inferences or necessary eft 
specting staff titles in general as you may deem to 
derivable from the above statutes.

It is possible that Secre y will issue an order 
based on the opinion of the Attorney General that chiefs 
of staff bureaus should be eddreaned by their title given 
them by law. At first his intention was not to make 
this the subject of a special order. He has had this 
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week a conference with the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and the Judge Advocate General of the Navy on 
this subject and has outlined to them his views. has 


requested the Assistant Secretary to submit to him rec- 
ommendations on the subject, which will doubtless form 
the basis of the Secretary’s order. Just w the 
Attorney General was asked for an opinion is not 
yet known. It is said, however, on high authority that 
the idea of calling on the Department of Justice for an 
opinion did not originate in the office of the Secretary, 
and Mr. Moody has shown no disposition to open up this 
controversy. The questions he asked were as follows: 

“1. The chiefs of bureau in the Navy Department, by 
virtue of their commissions as such, have, during their 
respective terms of service, the rank of rear admiral. 
Does the law confer upon them with such rank also the 
right to be addressed, officially and personally, by the 
title of rear admiral, and to affix such title to their offi- 
cial and personal signatures? If not, what title should 
they so use? 

“This question relates, of course, only to such of 
these officers who have not the rank of rear admiral in- 
dependently of their commissions as chiefs of bureau. 

“2. What title should be used by a staff officer serving 
as chief of bureau in cases where the law provides spe- 
cific designation, such, for example, as paymaster gen- 
eral or surgeon general? 

“3. What title should be used by a staff officer serving 
as chief of bureau where no specific designation is pro- 
vided by law, as for example, in the case of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks? 

“4. What title should be used by an officer, whether 
of the line or staff, retired while holding the position of 
chief of bureau, and having, therefore, upon the retired 
list, the rank of rear admiral? 

“This question relates to such officers only as have 
not this rank independently of their commissions as 
chiefs of bureau. 

“5. What title should be used by a line officer having 
the rank of captain, who has been retired ‘in the next 
higher grade,’ that is, retired with the rank of rear ad- 
miral under Section 2 of the Personnel act? 

“6. What title should be used by an officer of the staff 
corps, who, while holding the rank of captain (for exam- 
ple, a pay director or medical director) has been retired 
in the next higher grade, that is, retired with the rank 
of rear admiral under Section 2 of the Personnel act? 

“7. What title should be used by an officer of the Na- 
vy, below rank of captain, while serving as Judge Advo- 
cate General? 

“This question has been incidentally raised in connec- 
tion with others herein set forth. The present Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy, now on the retired list with 
the rank of captain, has been retained on active duty. 

“8. What title should be used by a person appointed 
from civil life as secretary to the admiral? Should the 
name of such a person appear in the official naval reg- 
ister under the title of ‘lieutenant’?” 








VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The United States torpedo-boat flotilla in command ot 
Lieutenant Chandler, escorted by the Buffalo, sailed 
from Aden March 9 for Bombay. The flotilla is expected 
to make the passage in a week. 

The ex-Spanish gunboat Don Juan de Austria, which 
has reported arrival at Gibraltar on her long voyage from 
Manila to New York, all well on board, will be placed 
in the hands of the repair gangs as soon as she reaches 
a home port, and will be fitted for sea without delay it 
is understood. 

One of the earliest suggestions of the submarine is that 
of the British smuggler Johnson, who tnvented a boat 
that was to travel either under or above water. With 
this vessel he proposed to — Napoleon from St. He- 
lena, but the Emperor died while the boat was under 
construction.

It 
will be remembered in this connection that one of Na- 
poleon’s marshals, Massena, commenced life as a smug- 
gler on a large scale and Commodore Thurot, of the 
French navy of that time, obtained his knowledge of the 
British coasts while in the employ of a smuggler. 

The Turkish cruiser Medjidia, recently completed by 
the Sraeies of Philadelphia, Pa., arrived at Old Point 
Comfort, Va., March 4, for coal preparatory to sailihg 
for the Dardanelles. On the way down the coast the 

ns of the cruiser were tested and found to be satis- 
actory. The Medjidia is in charge of a crew from 
Cramps’ yards, and is commanded by Captain Buckman, 
who wil! take her to the Orient after she on coal. 
Her general lines remind one of the ba Texas, 
but she has three smokestacks. 

The Navy Department has refused the request of two 
German sailors, now serving in the German navy, to he 
enlisted in the American Navy. The men offer to take 
out naturalization papers and be enlisted as regular 
American citizens. They give no reason for desiring to 
leave the German service. 

It is probable a bill will be introduced in Congress 
this session authorizing an. increase in the number of 
electricians in the Navy. It was hoped such a provision 
would be included in the regular Naval Appropriation 
bill, but it was not and the demand for electricians is 
so great in consequence of the larger number needed in 
wireless telegraphy that a special bill will probably be 
introduced. 

The new U.S. cruiser Denver, after a preliminary trial 
trip off the Delaware Breakwater, returned to Philadel-

A launch at the Navy Yard, New \xork, known as 
a vidette boat, brought from England last fall, will be 
given a thorough test, and if found as satisfactory as 
expected, will replace the Undine, which has now out- 
lived her usefulness. The vidette boat is an interesting 
subject just now, as a plan has been advanced to re- 
place the present class of steam launch used as tenders 
for the battleships and cruisers with this kind of vessel, 
if the coming trials of the vidette boat pruve satisfactory. 

The U.S. Government has notified George Richardson, 
of Chicago, that, unless he comes to Havana within 
twenty days and signs the contract in accordance with 
his proposition to raise the wreck of the United States 
battleship Maine, the matter will be considered closed. 
Richardson offered to pay down $2,500 at the signing of 
the contract and $12,000 when the wreck was raised. 

The first-class battleship Virginia, to be launched from 
the yards of the Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company on April 5 is the fourth of the 
name to be borne on the Navy list of the United States. 
The original Virginia was a ship, built of wood, with a 
battery of twenty-eight guns, built in Maryland, proba- 
bly Baltimore, in 1776, and was captured by a British 
squadron in Chesapeake bay after having grounded while 
endeavoring to avoid capture. On this occasion her 
commanding officer, Captain Nicholson, of the Navy, and 
ten men escaped capture by. pulling ashore before the 
captors could board the grounded vessel. The second 
Virginia was a schooner of fourteen guns, built in Nor- 
folk, Va., in 1798. She remained on the Navy list, how- 
ever, but a short time, being sold in 1801. She carried a 
crew of 187 men and officers. She performed but little 
active service. Virginia number three was a line-of-bat- 
tleship, commonly called a “seventy-four” from the num- 
ber of guns she was intended to carry. As a matter of 
fact the Virginia was armed with a battery of eighty- 
four guns of all calibers. She was laid down in the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard in 1818, but was still on the stocks at 
the outbreak of the Civil War. By reason of the in- 
tense feeling in those days the name was changed when 
she was launched in 1863 to make room for a modern 
structure, the Quinsigamond. As she slid into the wa- 
ter the name of “Vermont” was given her, and she re- 
tains the name to the present time. The Vermont was, 
for many years, the receiving ship at the New York Na- 
vy Yard, and was displaced but a year or so ago by the 
Hancock. The Vermont performed very little active ser- 
vice, the age of the old-fashioned “line-of-battleship” hav- 
ing passed away before her completion. ‘The crew of the 
old Virginia, or Vermont, was to have been 820, and her 
tonnage was 2,633, quite a marked contrast with the 
present battleship now being prepared for the service of 
Uncle Samuel at Newport News. May the new ship 
meet with better fate than her predecessors.

The capital stock is $400,000 and the di- 
rectors are George H. F. Schrader, Charles K. Cole and 
Albert G. Starke, of New York city; Henry P. Kraft, 
of Brooklyn, and M. Charles Schweinert, of West Ho- 
boken, N.J. 

METEORS SEEN AT SEA. 
U.S.S. Supply, at sea, 
Long. 127° 36’ W.; Lat. 36° 20’ N. 
February 28, 1904. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that three somewhat 
remarkable meteors were observed from this ship at 
6:10 a. m. (Greenwich mean time 5 hours 12 min.), Feb. 
28, 1904, in latitude 35° 58’ N., long. 128° 36’ W. 

2. The meteors appeared near the horizon and below 
the clouds traveling in a group from north-west by north 
(true), directly towards the ship. At first their angular 
motion was rapid and color a rather bright red. As 
they approached the ship they appeared to soar, passing 
above the clouds at an elevation of about forty-five de- 
grees. After rising above the clouds their angular mo- 
tion became less and less until it ceased when they ap- 
peared to be moving directly away from the earth at an 
elevation of about seventy-five degrees and in a direction 
west-north-west (true). It was noted that the color be- 
came less pronounced as the meteors gained in angular 
elevation. 

3. When sighted the largest meteor was in the lead 
followed by the second in size at a distance of less than 
twice the diameter of the larger, and then by the third 
in size at a similar distance from the second in size. 
They appeared to be travelling in echelon and so con- 
tinved as long as in sight. 

4. The largest meteor had an apparent area of about 
six suns. It was egg-shaped—the sharper end forward. 
This end was jagged in outline. The after end was 
regular and full in outline. 

5. The second and third meteors were round and 
showed no imperfections in shape. The second meteor 
was estimated te be twice the size of the sun in appear- 
ance, and the third meteor about the size of the sun. 

6 When the meteors rose there was no change m 
relative position, nor was there at any time any evidence 
of rotation or tumbling of the large meteor. 

7. I estimate the clouds to be not over one mile high. 

&. The near approach of these meteors to the surface 
und the subsequent flight away from the surface appears 
to me remarkable, especially so as their actual size could 
not have been great. That they did come below the 
clouds is beyond question and that they did rise above 
the clouds and soar instead of continuing their south- 
easterly course is also equally certain as the angular 
motion ceased and the color faded as they rose. The 
clonds in passing between the meteors and the ship 
completely obscured the former. Blue sky could be 
seen in the intervals between the clouds. 

9. The meteors were in sight over two minutes and 
were carefully observed by three people whose accounts 
agree as to details. The officer of the deck, Acting 
Boatswain Frank Garvey, U.S.N., sighted the meteors 
and watched them until they disappeared. He sent a 
messenger to me who brought an unintelligible message— 
was sent back to get it straight—returned to my room 
and reported that the meteor was then stationary in the 
clouds. These details are to show that the estimated 
time is not overestimated. When I arrived on the bridge 
the meteors had been obscured for about one-half of a 
minute.

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FORT RILEY. 
Fort Riley, Kan., March 7, 1904. 
Congress has designated Fort Riley as the place for the 
location of the netional target range. Practically speak- 
ing, Fort Riley is equi-distant from all points of the 
mpass, If the East and the West are to take part in 
these annval affairs, a place must be selected that will 
vvorable to both, as far as possible. The range will 
he situated on the north-west end of the Republican bot 
ioms, and west of the Governor Harvey road, with the 
targets a little to the west of north. This will place the 
on the side and backs of the marksmen. It will not 
be necessary to build a bullet stop as the Sheridan 
Bluffs wil! answer admirably in this respect. The para- 
pet will be constructed with a stone foundation and will 
have @ capacity of fifty targets. The markers’ shel- 
ters and targets will be of the most approved patterns. 
The range has a barely perceptible slope toward the 
targets, and in order that this ground may be perfect in 
all respects, at least $2,000 will be expended for grading. 
The estimates include a stone building to serve the pur- 
poses of a storehouse and office room. The camping 
grund will be east of the Governor Harvey road, and 
within 600 yards of the firing point. The ground desig- 
nated for this purpose is capable of accomodating at 
least 500 men. Three driven wells are to be sunk at this 
point, which will obviate the extension of the post sys- 
tem. The entire site is about half way between town 
and post; two miles each way. Work will be commenced 
as soon as the money is made available. 
Fires created no end of excitement in the post dur- 
ing the past week, and the garrison is metaphorically 
speaking, constantly on tip-toe anticipating fire call. 
It was on Monday, early in the evening, that it was 
first aroused. Due to. some unknown cause a fire started 
in the quarters occupied. by Lieutenant Otis and family 
in the Cavalry post. When discovered it had made con- 
siderable headway. A prompt response was made to the 
alarm. All hands worked most valiantly, but it was 
ilmost impossible to save much of the interior furnish- 
ings or belongings of the family, who were away. The 
insurance will probably cover the loss. Mrs. McBlain, 
the post mistress who occupied the quarters next door, 
also suffered a small loss, owing to the eagerness of the 
fire department in handling the hose. On the following 
day fire call brought out the Cavalry garrison, but for 
drill! purposes only. On Saturday morning, the Artillery 
garrison turned out for a little of the same. Later in 
the day, between five and six o'clock, fire call again 
ronsed both garrisons, the cause being a fire in the post 
hospital, which resulted from a defective chimney. This 
was almost entirely extinguished by the members of the 
ital corps and the patients before the fire apparatus 
irrived. The damage was confined to a small portion of 
the roof. On Sunday the Republican River bottoms, which 
vovered with dry grass and brush, got into line some- 
ow, and the flames traveling from east to west, illumi- 
iti. the whole sky in a very brilliant manner. There 
was property endangered by this fire, however. 
The field batteries are having dismounted drill on Fri- 
days @uring the current month. 
On Wednesday afternoon the ous and this part of the 
untry was visited by a sand storm that for a con- 
siderable period, made living decidedly unpleasant. It 
was so dense as to almost obscure the sun from view. 
The day had been remarkably warm for this period of 
the year (the temperature almost reached the nineties), 
but the moment the storm struck, it was with a chill that 
went toe the very marrow of one’s bones. Within twenty 
mi utes the temperature fell eighteen degrees, and before 
tight o'clock it was at the freezing point. The wind 
was terrific, windows being blown in, trees blown down 
considerable damage was inflicted to farm property 
in the. surrounding country. When the storm was at its 
height, it was impossible to distinguish objects at a 
distance of fifty yards. Several officers who were out 
duck ghoooting on the river, were caught In the storm, 
but were able to make the shore before it struck. 
The Artillery workshops that have been in course of

SOME NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Adjutant General Cole of Connecticut in directing 
company commanders of the National Guard to make 
requisition for 60 U.S. Magazine rifles caliber .30, complete 
with scabbards, belts, gun slings and repair kits has 
determined upon a most essential innovation, which can 
well be followed in the National Guard of other States. 
This relates to making every man in the guard responsi- 
ble for the care of his rifle. In this connection General 
Cole says: “A magazine rifle will be issued to each enlist- 
ed man required to carry one, and the shop number on 
said rifle must be charged against his individual property 
account (no one being allowed to use the rifle charged 
to another), and he will be held responsible for its- proper 
eare and cleanliness at all times (instructions for which 
will be found in each cese of arms), in which duty he will 
be carefully instructed; this being made a part of the 
prescribed drills. Regimental, Battalion and Company 
commanders will be held strictly accountable for the 
carrying out of these instructions, and to this end, 
frequent inspections must be made. The care and use of 
the new rifle should be the principal accomplishment of a 
soldier, who, if ignorant of the same, will be of little 
value in actual service." 

Major William T. Wood, U.8.A., Inspector General’s 
Department, made an inspection of the Ist Battery of 
New York, in command of Captain Wendel, at its armory 
on March 4.

NAVY DEPARTMENT'S EXHIBIT. 


Che Navy Department’s exhibit in the Government 
building at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, which 
is being installed on a floor space of 200x774 feet, or 
15,500 square feet, will give an intelligent idea of the 
materiel and personnel of our Navy. The central figure 
of the exhibit will be an exact full-sized reproduction 
of that portion of a U.S. man-of-war from the bow back 
u distance of 118 feet, the beam at this point being 46 
feet, this giving the floor space or water line of the 
structure the shape of a flatiron. The freeboard is 
7 feet 6 inches, and from the water-line to the top of the 
turret 19 feet 9 inches. On the floor surrounding the 
vessel will be a border of canvas four feet wide painted 
in au artistic manner in imitation of water. The figure- 
head on this vessel is the original figurehead of the 
Olympia. On the upper or main deck will be installed 
two 10-inch guns mounted in barbette turrets, a six- 
pounder Hotchkiss, a one-pounder light automatic, a .30 
caliber Colt, and a Gatling field piece, together with the 
ship’s equipments and fittings. On the berth deck will 
be instailed a torpedo firing tube and torpedo, one 5-inch 
R.1'.G., and two 38-inch R.F.G. The space on the berth 
deck will be divided by water-tight bulkheads into com- 
partments, and the long arm system of water-tight doors 
will be electrically operated. Within the turret support 
on the berth deck will be life-size wax figures of officers 


und enlisted? men of a flagship, dressed accurately in 
their various uniforms to be seen through openings of 
a suitable size in the turret support. On this deck may 


ulso be seen the interior arrangements of a man-of-war. 
Below the berth deck will be a magazine 18x20x9 feet, 
in which will be stored the various kinds of ammunition 
in use. The berth deck will be illuminated by electric 


lights and proper circulation through air ports, cowls, 
hatchways, etc., by means of electric fans will be se- 


cured. All compartmerts will be accessible to visitors, 
the object being to give them a realistic sense impres- 
sion only to be had otherwise by going on board an 
actual man-of-wir. 

Another interesting feature of the exhibit will be a 
working model, 30x9 feet, of a graving or dry dock built 
to seale, illustrating the type and size of docks at various 
navy yards. In connection with the dock is a tank 
filed with water representing a basin or harbor in which 
a model of the U.S.S. Illinois will be floated each day to 
illustrate graphically the process by which a battleship 
is placed in position for repairs and for the removal of 
barnacles, etc. A working model of a steel floating dry 
dock will be afloat in a tank of water which will also 
contain a mode! of a battleship built to the same scale, 
one forty-eighth of actual size. All the operations inci- 


dent to the docking of a vessel in a floating dry dock 
will be performed. The undocking of the ship will also 
he illustrated, the preceding operations being reversed 
for the purpose. The Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md., 


is reproduced in miniature at the scale of one thirty- 
second of an inch to the foot. 

A pleasing, instructive and spectacular exhibit of the 
Navy aflout and ashore will be a series of about sixty 


biograph motion scenes of the life and duties of officers 
and crews of U.S. men-of-war, both in war and in peace, 
as well as. stirring life-like scenes of maneuvers 
of vessels, torpedo attacks, manipulation and firing 
of great guns, landing parties, boat races, fire quart- 


for the requirements of the naval service, recreations 
afloat, general muster, etc. These scenes in groups of 
ten or twelve at stated hours each day during the ex- 
position will be projected in motion form on a canvas 
15x25 feet and ise to be an exceedingly rare treat 
to visitors. It is, indeed, otherwise impossible, except 
for officers and enlisted men of the Navy under condi- 
tions of actual service, to have the opportunity that 
will be afforded at St. Louis of witnessing the life, 
duties and activities of Uncle Sam’s Navy at sea under 
conditions approximating actual warfare. In fact, there 
will be nothing missing from these realistic scenes ex- 
cept the roar of the cannon and the cheers of the men. 
For visitors who cannot accommodate their time to the 
stated hours for the large biograph scenes, there will be 
a continuous exhibition of the same pictures displayed 
in a mutoscope or biogen at the rate of fifteen to thirty 
a second, obliterating the flicker and unsteady vibration 
noticeable in projected moving pictures. Among these 
scenes, doubly interesting, is one showing the departure 
of the President, Secretary of the Navy Moody, Admiral 
of the Navy Dewey, Lievt. General Chaffee, Rear Ad- 
mirals ‘Taylor and Rodgers from the flagship Kearsarge 
after an official visit to Rear Admiral Barker, command- 
ing the North Atlantic squadron. 

An exhibit to which visitors, particularly those who 
reside at a distance from the coast, can devote much 
time with pleasure and instruction, is the models of 
vessels of the U.S. Navy. actual productions of the ves- 
sels they represent, one forty-eighth of actual size, com- 
plete in every detail and bearing the critical inspection of 
experts. Practically all of the vessels which these 
models represent, took part in the Spanish-American 
War. As a whole they show by comparison the progress 
of the U.S. Navy for a century. 

The Marine Corps will have a model camp, “Camp 
Elliott,” close to the Government building where 200 
enlisted men under the command of Major James E 
Mahoney, will give, as far as conditions will permit, a 
representation of their life in the field including a regu- 
lar daily routine and drill. They will be regularly de 
tailed to do guard duty in the Government building, and 
their soldierly bearing wi!l add much to the dignity of 
the exhibits. In addition the Marine Corps will exhibit 
in the Government building samples of uniforms, armor, 
accoutrements, etc., artistically arranged in large glass 
show cases. 

There will be hundreds of other exhibits installed to 
give the visitors a general idea of the work being done 
by the Navy, and observers will find a large store of 
information on the most important features of naval 
progress past and present.

REGULARS VS. STATE TROOPS. 

Some interesting field exercises were held Feb. 22 
(Washington’s birthday) on Tybee Island, near Savan- 
nah, Ga. “Fort Sereven, located at the north end of Ty- 
bee Island, is garrisoned by three companies of Coast 
Artillery, Lieut. Col. Harry R. Anderson command- 
ing the post. The officers at Fort Screven are highly re- 
spected and greatly liked by the officers of the State 
troops and the citizens of Savannah, and a very friendly 


feeling also exists between the enlisted men of the 
Kegulars and the militia. The Ist Regiment of Infantry, 
G.S.T., Col. G. A. Gordon commanding, consists of 
headquarters and six companies stationed at Savannah, 
and five companies stationed at neighboring interior 
towns.

Accordingly, the six Savannah companies of 
the Ist Infantry, and three of the interior companies, 
proceeded by train on the afternoon of Feb. 22 to the 
south end of Tybee Island, a distance of seventeen miles 
from Savannah. Khaki uniform, with poncho roll, hav- 
ersack and canteen were worn. Krag rifles, with blank 
cartridges containing smokeless powder, were used for 
the first time by the regiment. Field officers carried 
megaphones to give commands, and found them useful. 
Officers went into action dismounted. Swords were 
worn, but were not drawn. 

The men were instructed to carry the pieces at the 
trail, so as to avoid the betrayal of their positions by the 
vliint of the sunlight on the rifle barrels. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Grayson, of the Ist Infantry, was detailed to accom- 
pany the Regulars and observe their movements. Col. 
A. R. Lawton, G.S.T., retired; Lieut. Col. J. F. Brooks, 
G.S.T., retired, and Lieut. James Prentiss, U.S. Coast 
\rtillery, acted as critics and accompanied the attacking 
ferce, 

The problem was the attack and defense of a posi- 
tion, The Regulars, under the command of Capt. H. H 
Whitney, defended a position in the rear of Fort Screven, 
and. were designated “the Blue Forces.” The State 
troops, commanded by Col. G. A. Gordon, were desig- 
nated “the Brown Forces,” and moved to the attack in 
two parallel columns, one under the command of Major 














= 5 Baie, the other under the command of Major W. 
. Coney. 

An advance guard preceded, and a rear guard followed, 
the attacking force. Two miles from the starting point, 
the advance guard of the brown forces met the outposts 
of the blue forces. The signal corps of the blue forces, 
stationed at various points of vantage, signalled the 
movements of the brown forces to the commander of the 
blue forces. The terrain was unfavorable for the ad- 
vance, sand dunes alternating with palmetto scrub and 
almost impassable morrasses. 

The blue outposts fired upon the brown advance guard 
and then retired before the fire of the latter. The brown 
forces deployed and advanced by rushes, seeking cover 
behind trees and houses. The blue forces were posted 
2 a ditch and embankment, and were almost invis- 
ible. 

Major Elliott’s battalion was compelled to cross com- 
paratively open country, in many places covered with 
water three or four inches deep, and was, consequently, 
exposed to a heavy fire, both by volley and “at will,” 
from the left of the blue forces. 

Major Coney’s battalion, the left of the attacking 
force, was skillfully commanded, and, sheltered by under- 
growth, made its advance almost unseen. The fire dis- 
cipline of this battalion was excellent, considering the 
fact that the men were invisible to one another at a dis- 
tance of ten paces. 

The engagement ended with a charge by the brown 
forces. “Halt’? was sounded when the charging force 
was 50 yards distant from the blue position. No deci- 
sion was rendered. 

Ranks were re-formed, and the ist Infantry was re- 
viewed by Col. A. R. Lawton, retired, and was then ad- 
dressed by each of the critics. Lieutenant Prentiss com- 
mended the work of the State troops, and stated that 
both he and the other Regular officers were agreeably 
surprised by the showing made. 

The ist Infantry is desirous of participating in field 
maneuvers with Regulars this summer, ana ts following 
out a course of instruction with this object in view. The 
experience gained on Feb. 22 is expected to prove of 
value, and the courtésies exchanged between the Regulars 
and the State troops‘on that date will doubtless enhance 
the good feeling already existing. 





LIMITATIONS OF WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

In the last number of the Naval Institute I pointed 
out the limitations of wireless telegraphy, due to the 
fact that the enemy can “interfere.” It has been hinted 


that I have laid myself open to the charge of assuming 
that no invention will ever be made that will prevent 
“interference.” 

So, I crave permission to suggest that the same pro- 
cess of reasoning which leads us to believe that an in- 
vention can be made which will prevent “interference,” 
leads us with equal logicalness, to believe that another 
invention can be made which will prevent the preven- 
tion of “interference.” 

Why should we suppose that inventors will confine 
their efforts to preventing interference, when military 
reasons will make it equally desirable to prevent pre- 
venting? And the more clearly the laws are understood 
whereby “interference” can be prevented, the more clear- 
ly the laws will be understood whereby preventing can 
be prevented; that is, the better the laws of the game 
are understood, the better both sides will play it. 

Therefore (no matter how much or how little we 
think invention can do in this matter), is it wise to base 
our whole system of fleet handling, and to stake all our 
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chances of victory in war on the hope that someone will 
invent a means of preventing “interference,” and that 
no — will ever invent another means that will counter- 
act it

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


There are in operation to-day some 252,436 miles of 
ocean cables, of which only 38,797 miles, or about 15 
per cent., are owned by governments, the remainder be- 
ing in the hands of private owners. 

The origin of the Russian fleet, the London Engineer 
says, was a boat which Queen Elizabeth sent to Ivan the 
Terrible, and with which later Peter the Great got the 
“sea craze.” Japan's first European type of ship was 
built by Adams, an Englishman. Holland and Denmark, 
however, did most of the training of the officers of her 
modern fleet to begin with. 

The three new British first class battleships of 18,000 
ih.p.—the Britannia, the Hibernia, and the Africa—for 
which contracts have been placed by the Admiralty, are 
to be fitted with water-tube boilers of the Babcock and 
Wilcox type. 

The annual budget of Norway for 1904 provides 16, 
438,250 kroner for army purposes, including the new 
fortifications around Christianssand and Christiania. 
and the submarine defense of Bergen. For new quick-fir- 
ing guns for the field artillery 1,200,000 kroner are ap- 
propriated. 

The British Army Council has offered, in connection 
with the Automobile Club’s delivery van trials, to award 
a diploma to the vehicle which the War Office Commit- 
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tee on Mechanical Transport consider to be, either as a 
whole or in some details of its engines or other parts, the 
most meritorious from a military point of view, and 
likely to be of service to the army. 

This year the maneuvers of the Swiss army will take 
place in the canton of Thurgau, between Auvriswild and 
Frauenfeld. 

Every one of the 6,819 recruits levied last year for the 
German navy was able to read and write, while among 
the 150,174 recruits for the army only fifty-seven were 
without school education. 

Brigadier General Brugere, of the French army, is re- 
appointed as vice president of the highest war council. 
As such he will be the commander-in-chief in case of war. 

The outlay for the French navy, which in 1896, was, in 
round figures, 232 million frances, has risen in the present 
year to 302 millions, due to the largely augmented cost 
of warships. It is estimated that the value per ton in 
1869 was 900 francs, while it is now 2,820 francs. 

A number of batteries of British rapid-fire artillery 
are to be armed at an early date with a new 18 1-2- 
pounder quick-firing gun. Both in range and utility the 
gun is claimed to be the finest field gun at present in use. 

The new first-class battleship Prince of Wales, which 
has been built and equipped at a cost of nearly $6,000,- 
000, left Chatham dockyard on Feb. 16 for her official 
gun mounting trials in the English Channel, under the 
superintendence of the staff officers of the Excellent, gun- 
eryship at Portsmouth. The Prince of Wales has been 
equipped with four 12-inch breech-loading guns mounted 
in barbettes, twelve 6-inch breech-loading guns mounted 
in casemates, and twenty-four 12-pounder and 3- 
pounder quick-firing guns.

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HARMET PROCESS FOR STEEL. 

Capt. E. L. Zalinski, U.S.A., retired, 
ends the following description of the 
ffarmet process, and will be glad to fur- 
ish any further information on the sub- 
ct: 

The Harmet process of compression of 
teel by wire drawing was invented by 
\lonsieur Henri Harmet, director of the 
eel company of St. Etienne. This pro- 
ess has been introduced in various es- 
\hlishments in France and in Cammells, 
\Mionkgridge Steel Co. and Beardmores in 
England. Preparing to carry out this 
rocess requires a considerable plant, but 
ie cost of working is exceedingly low. 

results in securing every ingot, abso- 
itely and microscopically sound from top 

» bottom. 

One of the advantages gained by using 
he process is that less of the ingot need 
cut off. For example: Ihe French 
(jovernment’s specifications insisted upon 
+ per cent being cut off of the head of 
he ingot and 6 per cent. at the base. 
Since the introduction of Harmet’s fluid 
ympression they have altered their speci- 
cation for ste@l made in his presses, in- 
isting upon only about 4 per cent. being 
emoved from the top, where the ingot is 
slightly irregular. 

Cammell’s press, which only deals with 
ngots of five tons and is capable of turning 





out about thirty tons per day, has been in 
continuous and steady work, and the de- 
mand for the steel has so increased that 
a new and larger plant is now being ne- 
gotiated for. Presses are being built 
capable of handling from twenty to forty 
tons each compression. 

With the Whitworth process the steel, 
when in a fluid or viscous state, is com- 
pressed by applying pressure to the to 
of the ingot and forcing it in a downwa 
direction; the fluid steel is pressed against 
the sides of the mould causing a dilation 
and distention of the metal from the center 
towards the periphery. As the ingot cools 
from outside towards the center the 
strains thrown upon the steel are such 
that the actual center of the ingot is por- 
ovs and of distinctly lower quality than 
the exterior, which has received the great- 
est amount of pressure. 

The Harmet process is distinctly op- 
posite. Tbe mould reinforced with hoops 
to resist the strain, is conical. The piston 
from below commences to rise as soon as 
the mould is brought under the press, and 
it throws a strain from the periphery to- 
wards the center to an extent greater than 
any known hydraulic press. Beardmore’s 
press, for instance, has a pressure of 5,- 
000 tons, and a slope of about one in forty 
te the side of the mould—the resultant 
pressure towards the center is enormous. 
This pressure, by a very simple arrange- 
ment of valves, rises up to its maximum 
according to the resistance due to the cool- 
ing of the mass, and when it has reached 
its maximum it is maintained by accumu- 
lators until the mass is absolutely solid 
from periphery to center. The process is 
applicable to alloys and bronze as well as 
steel, producing thereby results which 
were heretofore unobtainable. 

In view of what the examinations have 
shown of the existence of flaws in the 
forging of the guns, which have recently 
been burst on the Iowa, it seems as if this 
new process should be considered by our 
steel makers, as it involves both economy 
and excellence of material produced. 


HIS BALDNESS EXPLAINED.

William IV., came down to Portsmouth 
to inspect the British seventy-fours, the 
guide allotted to him was a battered old 
lieutenant with one eye, who, lacking a

baldness, and said jestingly: “I see, my 
friend, you have not spared your hair in 
your country’s service.”

THR WAR FROM AN ENGLISH 
STANDPOINT. 
In wealth, numbers and. capacity of 


equipment the advantages are all on the 
Russian side. True, they are fighting at 
an enormous distance from their base, and 
have to depend on a single, badly laid line 
of railway, which traverses 1,555 miles of 
unfriendly territory, whose people may 
conceivably regard the Japanese as liber- 
ators. But this obstacle has not prevent- 
ed them from bringing to bear on the Far 
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East a force whose strength on paper is 
3,115 officers, 147,479 men, and 266 guns: 
nor will it, I imagine, prevent them from 
doubling or trebling .that force if neces- 
sary. Again, the Russians, like the Brit- 
ish, always lose at first. The corruption 
which does undoubtedly permeate the 
bureaucracy and the impossibility of 
getting so gigantic and wunwieldly a 
machine into working order at short 
notice, make defeats at the outset in- 
evitable, and in a sense self-inflicted. Rus- 
sia invariably needs time to pull herself 
together. The Turkish war was a synop- 
sis of all Russian wars—the hasty and im- 
perfect preparations, the run of disasters 
so swift and complete that Czardom seemed 
for the time to be toppling over, and then 
the slow gathering up and concentration 
of all her resources, the evolution and dis- 
covery of the right man—Russia is never 
without her Todlebens, and at a crisis 
nothing can keep them down—and the 
overwhelming and persistent pressure of 
all that huge empire. It means, therefore, 
little or nothing that so far the Japanese 
have substantially triumphed.—Sydney 
Brooks, in Harper’s Weekly.

COREA’S NAVY AND ARMY. 


(From the Philadelphia Telegraph). 

A Philadelphian recently on a tour of 
the world passed nearly a month in Corea, 
and gives this summary of the military 
and naval resources of “The Land of the 
Morning Calm :” “I was amused,” he said, 
“by the serious way in which the Corean 
officials spoke of their navy. At Chemul- 
po I saw the navy pass. It consisted of a 
single steamer, which had formerly been a 
collier, and it was armed with two old- 
fashioned muzzleloading guns. There is 
a regiment of Coreans in Seoul who are 
being drilled by Japanese officers, but be- 
yond that the ‘army’ consists of a rabble 
made up of anywhere between fifty and a 
hundred thousand men, armed with a col- 
lection of weapons which begin with bows 
and arrows, spears, pikes something like 
the halberd, arquebuses, and old muzzle- 
loading rifles. There are a few Mausers, 
and I saw one detachment that had every 
variety of hunting gun you could name. 
The officials are gorgeous in their uni- 
forms, but the file—a kaleidoscopic mob 
so far as appearance was concerned! The 
pay of the Corean soldier is eight cents a 
day. The Seoul regiment is the Emperor's 
Royal Guard, and is the only organization 
in the army that shows anything like dis- 
cipline. But the navy! That would make 
you laugh.”
